I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1912. 

The  birth-rate  in  the  six  districts  during  1912  was  20.7  per  1,000  persons 
living  at  all  ages,  compared  with  22.6  in  the  rural  districts  of  England  and 
Wales.  This  low  birth-rate  is  more  apparent  than  real,  and  a reference  to 
page  2 will  show  that  in  some  districts  the  birth-rate  is  actually  higher  than 
the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  death-rate  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  was  11.9  per  1,000 
compared  with  12.1  in  rural  England  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  70,  compared  with  86  in  rural  England 
and  Wales,

Area.— The  area  of  the  six  combined  districts  of  Hereford- 
shire  is  350,859  acres,  exclusive  of  the  area  covered  with  water. 


Population.  The  population  of  the  combined  district  at 
the  Census  of  1911  was  51,692.  It  is  usual  to  consider  that  the 
rate  of  increase  or  decrease  which  has  prevailed  during  the  last 
completed  intercensal  period  has  since  been  maintained,  and  as 
there  was  a decrease  between  1901  and  1911  in  the  six  districts 

of  495  persons,  the  estimated  population  at  Midsummer  1911 
was  51,633.  ’

Rateable  Value.  The  rateable  value  of  the  six  districts  on 
March  25th,  1912,  was  £500, 960.  A penny  rate  produces  £1,610. 


The  only  outstanding  loans  for  sanitary  purposes  are 
,£604  of  £1,250  borrowed  in  1894  jointly  by  the  Bromyard  Urban 
and  Rural  District  Councils  for  the  erection  of  an  Isolation 
Hospital  and  £550  of  ^1,500  borrowed  in  1893  by  the  Weobley 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  sewering  of  a portion  of  the  parish 
of  Weobley.  1 


Births.  The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  six  districts 
during  1912  was  1,068.  The  Registrar-General  transferred  to  the 
districts  9 births  and  from  them  4 births.  With  this  adjust- 
ment the  total  number  of  births  was  1.073  (529  boys  and  544  girls), 
giving  a birth-rate  of  20.7  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  birth- 
ratc.  in  Rural  England  and  Wales  in  1912  was  22  "6  per  1,000. 
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In  his  67th  Annual  Report,  the  Registrar-General  points  out 
that  the  total  population  is  not  the  most  satisfactory  standard 
by  which  to  measure  the  birth-rate,  because  it  does  not  take 
account  of  the  age  constitution  of  the  population,  and  particularly 
of  the  age  constitution  of  the  female  population  at  conceptive  age. 
A preferable  method  by  which  to  measure  the  birth-rate  is  to 
calculate  the  proportion  of  legitimate  births  per  1,000  married 
women  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years,  and  to  adopt  a similar 
method  as  regards  illegitimate  births  calculated  in  proportion  to 
1,000  unmarried  and  widowed  women  between  the  same  ages. 

The  result  of  adopting  this  correct  method  of  calculation 
is  to  show  that  the  birth-rate  in  some  of  the  six  districts  is  higher 
than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  and  in  others  is  lower.

Deaths.— The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  six  districts 
was  659,  and  after  making  the  necessary  adjustments  for  the 
deaths  of  residents  without  the  district  and  of  non-residents  within 
the  district,  there  were  701  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  six 
districts,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  13.5  per  1,000,  or  a corrected  death- 
rate  of  11. 9 per  1,000.  The  corrected  death-rate  recorded  in  Rural 
England  and  Wales  during  1912  was  12. 1 per  1,000.

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Uncertified  Deaths. — Of  the  659  deaths  registered  in  the 
six  districts,  603,  or  91.5  per  cent.,  were  certified  by  registered 
medical  practitioners,  36,  or  5.5  per  cent,  were  certified  by  the 
Coroners  after  inquests  had  been  held,  and  20,  or  3.0  per  cent, 
were  uncertified.  In  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during 
1910  only  1 .38  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  uncertified. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is 
measured  by  stating  the  number  of  children  under  one  year  who 
have  died  within  a certain  period  as  a proportion  of  1,000  births 
registered  within  the  same  period. 

In  the  six  districts  during  1912,  76  children  died  under  one 
year  old.  The  infant  mortality  was  thus  70  per  1,000  births. 
The  rate  in  the  preceding  year  was  74.  In  Rural  England  and 
Wales  in  1912  the  rate  was  86  per  1,000  births  registered. 

Illegitimate  Deaths. — There  were  8 deaths  in  the  six 
districts  among  illegitimate  children  under  one  year  old,  a number 
equal  to  103  per  1,000  illegitimate  births  registered,  compared 
with  68  in  the  case  of  legitimate  births  and  deaths.

The  diseases  notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act 
1889,  are  SmalTpox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhus  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Enteric  Fever. 
Relapsing  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  Plague,  and  Cerebro- 
spinal Fever. 

A sanitary  authority  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  add  to  this  list  any  other  infectious  disease,  either  for  a definite  period 
or  permanently. 

Phthisis  is  notifiable  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations. 
Since  1st  February,  1913,  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  com- 
pulsorily notifiable  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1912.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 


Bromyard,  Hereford  and  Weobley  are  provided  with  accom- 
modation for  isolating  cases  of  infectious  disease.  In  the  report 
for  1901  (p.  60)  there  is  an  account  of  the  Bromyard  Hospital  and 
in  the  report  for  1904  (p.  25)  of  the  Hereford  Hospital. 

SUPPLY  OF  DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN. 

Each  of  the  six  Councils  decided  to  supply  Diphtheria  Anti- 
toxin under  the  terms  of  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
dated  15th  August,  1910. 


CANCER. 

There  were  73  deaths  (41  males  and  32  females)  from  Cancer 
in  the  six  districts  during  the  year  1912,  giving  a death-rate  of 
1. 41  per  1,000.  Nearly  12  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  were 
thus  due  to  Cancer.  The  average  rate  recorded  in  the  previous 
ten  years  was  1.07  per  1,000.

PHTHISIS  (CONSUMPTION).

Disinfection  of  premises  which  are  or  have  been  occupied  by 
consumptive  patients  is  freely  offered. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  only  four  parishes— Bosbury,  Colwall,  Fownhope,  and 
Weobley — is  there  any  combined  scheme  of  sewerage.  From 
isolated  large  houses  the  drains  empty  on  to  adjoining  land  or 
into  water  courses.  In  far  too  many  instances  slop  drains  from 
farmhouses  and  cottages  discharge  into  roadside  ditches.  In  the 
case  of  farms  the  drains  frequently  discharge  into  the  foldyards, 
which  is  nothing  more  than  a huge  manure  midden,  where  liquid 
manure  is  allowed  to  lie  year  in  and  year  out.  It  is  only  fair  to 
state  that  very  many  farmers  realise  how  wasteful  this  practice  is, 
and  that  the  liquid  portion  of  manure  is  a valuable  fertiliser,  and 
is  certainly  “ matter  in  the  wrong  place  ” if  that  place  is  beneath 
the  windows  of  their  dairies. 

At  the  majority  of  farm  houses  and  cottages  privy  closets  are 
found  which  are  only  emptied  at  very  infrequent  intervals,  and 
when  they  become  unpleasantly  full.  It  is  obviously  quite  out  of 
the  question  to  substitute  water  closets  for  these,  but  they  can  be 
converted  at  very  little  cost  indeed  into  inoffensive  and  perfectly 
sanitary  earth  closets  in  the  manner  described  on  pages  13,  14, 
and  15  of  the  report  for  1906. 

The  knowledge  which  we  now  possess  of  the  manner  in  which 
disease  may  be  spread  by  flies  which  pass  to  and  fro  between  the 
contents  of  privies  and  the  contents  of  the  larder  and  settle 
indifferently  upon  excrement  or  upon  food  is  a sufficient  reason  for 
insisting  that  privies  should  be  used  as  earth  closets.  I consider 
that  proceedings  should  be  taken  under  the  Nuisance  Sections 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  against  any  person  who  has  a 
privy  on  his  premises  in  which  a sufficiency  of  earth  is  not  used. 

In  order  to  impress  upon  occupiers  the  necessity  for  using 
earth  a card  in  the  following  terms  is  placed  in  closets  in  the  districts. 

Herefordshire  Sanitary  Districts. 


The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping 
a Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to 
health. 

A CLOSET  CAN  BE  KEPT  PERFECTLY  SWEET  IF  A 
SPADEFUL  OF  EARTH  IS  PLACED  IN  IT  EVERY  DAY, 
OR  IF  EVERY  PERSON  WHO  USES  IT  PUTS  IN  ENOUGH 
EARTH  TO  KEEP  THE  SURFACE  DRY. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE. 

In  none  of  the  districts  is  household  refuse  removed  by  the 
Sanitary  Authorities. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  only  a very  few  parishes  is  there  any  combined  system  of 
water  supply  where  pipes  are  laid  on  to  the  house  and  taps  are 
provided.  This  is  the  case  at  Eastnor,  a part  of  Colwall,  Fownhope, 
Tarrington,  Bacton,  Abbeydore,  Peterchurch,  Kentchurch,  and 
Michaelchurch  and  Much  Birch.  The  majority  of  the  remaining 
houses  are  supplied  from  wells,  some  having  pumps  attached, 
others  are  provided  with  a windlass  and  bucket.  The  source  of 
supply  is  in  the  great  majority  of  instances  quite  above  suspicion, 
but  as  it  is  the  practice  of  the  district  to  “ dry  steyn  the  walls 
of  the  wells  whether  they  are  deep  or  shallow,  there  is  always 
a risk  of  pollution. 

Every  well  should  be  lined  with  bricks  set  in  cement.  The 
lining  should  be  carried  up  to  at  least  eighteen  inches  above  the 
level  of  the  surrounding  ground,  and  the  top  of  the  well  should 
be  most  carefully  covered  over.  However  pure  a water  may  be, 
if  it  can  become  polluted  either  through  tricklings  from  the  surface 
through  the  well  lining  or  from  the  ground  washings  through  a half 
rotten  wood  covering,  it  might  as  well  be  impure  to  begin  with. 
To  seek,  often  at  considerable  cost,  for  a pure  supply  of  water,  and 
then  to  take  no  pains  to  secure  it  from  pollution,  appears  to  me 
to  be  an  excellent  illustration  of  the  maxim,  “ Penny  wise  and 
pound  foolish.”  In  the  case  of  new  houses,  a Rural  Sanitary 
Authority  can  prohibit  their  occupation  unless  the  water  supply 

is  approved. 

It  is  the  duty  of  a Sanitary  Authority  to  see  that  every 
occupied  dwelling-house  within  their  district  has  within  a reason- 
able distance  an  available  supply  of  wholesome  water  (Public 
Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  Sec.  3).  A reasonable  distance 
has  been  defined  in  the  six  districts  as  500  yards,  and  (in  some 
districts)  as  200  yards  in  the  case  of  new  houses.  It  appears  to  me 
that  no  hardship  would  be  involved  in  requiring  new  houses  to 
have  a supply  at  a considerably  less  distance  than  200  yards.  If 
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water  is  not  available  quite  close  to  a proposed  site,  I consider 
that  it  is  not  a suitable  place  to  build  a house  upon.  No  one  would 
think  of  erecting  even  a moderately  large  house  of  a rental,  say, 
of  £^5  or  £30  a year,  if  water  had  to  be  carried  in  buckets  a distance 
of  200  yards,  and  the  occupier  of  a cottage  dwelling  is  entitled 
to  the  same  consideration. 

As  time  permits,  detailed  information  is  being  obtained  in 
each  parish  of  the  water  supplies  and  records  are  being  tabulated 
as  follows  : —

DIP  WELLS. 

There  are  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  district  dip  wells  which 
provide  the  only  source  of  supply  for  drinking  purposes  for  the 
inhabitants.  The  readiness  with  which  they  can  be  contaminated 
is  a distinct  source  of  danger.  A dirty  bucket  may  be  dipped  into 
them,  or  they  may  actually  be  fouled  by  faecal  matter.  Wherever 
they  are  situated  on  a slope  there  should  not  be  any  difficulty 
in  making  them  quite  safe  by  enclosing  them  and  providing  an 
outlet  by  a pipe  to  slightly  lower  ground. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  any  of  the  districts. 
HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  the  lodging  and  decent  accommoda- 
tion of  persons  engaged  in  hop-picking  or  in  the  picking  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  are  in  force  in  Hereford,  Leominster  and  Weobley 

It  would  be  a great  advantage  to  have  By-laws  in  all  the 
districts.  A much  greater  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  hop- 
pickers’  quarters  in  those  districts  where  they  are  in  force  than 
elsewhere. 

During  the  hop-picking  season  of  1912,  Dr.  Reginald  Farrar 
inspected  many  of  the  quarters  of  the  Hereford,  Leominster  and 
Bromyard  district,  and  on  several  days  I accompanied  him.  On 
each  day  of  his  inspections  he  was  accompanied  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  respective  districts. 
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In  some  cases  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  quite  good,  but 
in  many  they  leave  much  to  be  desired.  I have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  best  arrangement  for  men  is  that  which  is  to  be 
found  in  military  camps.  In  connection  with  one  hop-yard  in  the 
Hereford  district  I secured  the  co-operation  of  a scout-master 
(Mr.  Gough),  and  he  allowed  some  of  his  scouts  to  put  up  an  excellent 
latrine,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Long,  the  Hereford  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  who  is  himself  a scoutmaster.  I think  it  would  be  quite 
practicable  to  obtain  the  services  of  the  scouts  more  generally  for 
this  purpose.  It  would  be  an  excellent  training  for  them,  and  at 
the  same  time  a very  distinct  sanitary  improvement  would  be 

carried  out. 

At  a few  hop-yards  a man  is  specially  employed  for  the  purpose 
of  scavenging  around  the  pickers’  quarters.  If  this  custom  were 
more  commonly  adopted  in  large  hop-yards  a great  deal  of  good 
would  be  done. 

Sprayers  for  the  purpose  of  limewashing  are  being  more 
generally  used,  with  the  result  that  there  is  much  greater  cleanliness 

observable  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

As  a rule  outbuildings  are  used  to  house  the  pickers,  thougi 
an  increasing  number  of  special  buildings  is  being  erected. 

A special  report  on  the  hop-pickers’  quarters  in  the  Bromyard 
rural  district  will  be  found  on  p.  27  of  the  report  for  1911. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  still  remain  a few  public  Elementary  Schools  which  are 
provided  with  the  old-fashioned  disgusting  privies.  In  some  cases 
they  are  not  emptied  for  12  months,  and  must  always  be  a source 
of  danger  to  those  who  use  them.  An  objection  which  is  sometimes 
raised  against  earth  closets  is  that  they  are  unsuitable  for  girls 
schools.  In  several  schools  in  Herefordshire  this  objection  has 

been  met  by  providing  a girls’  urinal. 

As  a rule  the  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is  good  and  plentifu  . 
Three  exceptions  are  at  Stoke  Prior,  Castle  Froome  and  kinnersley. 


INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICTS. 

Among  the  duties  cast  upon  Sanitary  Authorities  arc  t ie 
following  To  cause  an  inspection  of  their  districts  to  e raa  e 
from  time  to  time  with  a view  to  ascertain  what  nuisances  exis 
calling  for  abatement  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  u 
Health  Act,  1875,  Sec.  92). 
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To  cause  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  inspection  of  their 
district  with  a view  to  ascertain  whether  any  dwelling-house  therein 
is  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  (Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909). 

To  put  in  force  as  occasion  may  require  the  powers  with  which 
they  are  invested  so  as  to  secure  the  proper  sanitary  condition  of 
all  premises  within  the  area  under  their  control  (Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1885,  Sec.  7). 

I attach  very  great  importance  to  the  periodical  inspections 
of  their  districts  by  the  Inspectors.  Our  aim  should  be  to  secure 
that  an  insanitary  condition  shall  be  discovered  as  early  as  possible 
and  before  it  may  have  had  time  to  do  much  mischief.

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

Weobley  is  the  only  district  in  which  there  is  a registered 
common  lodging-house.  By-laws  with  respect  to  this  class  of 
mldmg  and  based  on  the  model  series  are  in  force.  It  is  only  by 
constant  inspection  and  with  the  occasional  assistance  of  the 
Justices  that  it  is  possible  to  keep  this  house  in  a proper  state. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Most  of  the  slaughter-houses  are  well  built  of  brick  or  stone 
and  with  good  floors.  There  are  a few  built  of  wood,  and  some 
which  have  previously  been  barns.  With  a few  exceptions  they 
have  water  supply  on  the  premises  and  are  well  kept. 

Except  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District,  there  are  no  urban 
powers.  There  is  therefore  no  obligation  upon  the  District  Councils 
elsewhere  to  keep  a register  of  slaughter-houses.  There  are  no 
by-laws  with  respect  to  this  class  of  building. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 
Regulations  have  been  made  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Order  in  Dore,  Hereford,  Ledbury  and  Leominster, 
(see  p.  22,  report  for  1905)-  The  cowsheds  in  all  the  districts  should 
be  inspected  more  frequently,  and  the  Orders  and  Regulations 
more  strictly  enforced.  On  p.  34  of  the  1909  report  will  be  found 
a special  report  upon  the  Cowsheds  in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 

Milk  is  sent  away  to  Worcester,  Birmingham  and  Malvern 
from  the  Bromyard  district,  to  Malvern,  Ledbury,  London  and 
Worcester  from  the  Ledbury  district,  to  Abergavenny,  Abertillery, 
Newport  (Mon.)  and  Hereford  City  from  the  Hereford  district,  and 
to  Leominster,  Tenbury  and  Woicester  from  the  Leominstei 
district. 

On  p.  19  of  my  report  for  1910  is  illustrated  a cowshed  with 
concrete  stalls. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Hereford  Rural  District  Council.  The  latter  Act  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Ledbury  Rural  District  Council. 

In  the  Bromyard  Rural  District  Parts  III.  and  IV.  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  has  been  adopted  as 
regards  the  following  sections  : 35,  50,  51,  53>  54.  55>  5^>  57>  5$. 
59,  60,  61,  62,  64,  66,  67  and  68. 

URBAN  POWERS. 

In  the  Ledbury  District,  Building  by-laws  are  in  force  in  the 
parish  of  Colwall.  In  the  remainder  of  Ledbury  and  in  the  other 
five  districts  no  urban  powers  exist. 

BY-LAWS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging-houses  are  in  force 
in  Bromyard  and  in  Weobley,  but  not  in  the  other  districts. 
By-laws  with  respect  to  private  scavenging  are  in  force  in  the 
Colwall  parish  of  the  Ledbury  Rural  District.  (See  Report  for 
1903,  P-  114.)  By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents  and  Vans  arc  in 

force  in  the  Hereford  and  Weobley  Districts. 

With  the  above  exceptions,  in  none  of  the  districts  are  there 

by-laws  in  force  with  respect  to 

Private  scavenging,  houses  let  in  lodgings,  tents  and  vans, 

mortuaries  and  cemeteries,  slaughter-houses.

The  method  adopted  of  carrying  out  the  Housing  Inspection 
of  District  Regulations,  1910,  was  described  in  the  report  for  iqn 
(pages,  14,  15). 

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area  and  only 
rarely  any  crowding  of  persons  in  houses. 

There  is  quite  an  appreciable  number  of  good  houses  suited 
to  the  wants  of  the  labouring  classes  though  many  houses  are  old 
and  bordering  between  habitable  and  uninhabitable.  A fair 
number  are  occupied  because  there  are  no  others  available.  In 
very  few  parishes  are  there  ever  any  empty  houses. 
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During  1912  there  were  erected  42  houses  in  the  six  districts 
and  this  is  about  the  number  that  has  been  built  during  each  of 
the  past  twelve  years. 

At  the  census  of  1901  there  were  11,752  inhabited  houses  in 
the  six  districts  and  at  the  191 1 census  there  were  11,839.  At 
the  latter  date  there  were  12,064  families  or  separate  occupiers. 

There  are  no  building  by-laws  in  force  in  the  six  districts, 
except  in  the  Colwall  parish  in  the  Ledbury  rural  district,  in  which 
parish  there  has  been  much  more  building  going  on  than  anywhere 
else. 

A very  striking  circumstance  which  lias  become  evident  through 
the  carrying  out  of  the  House  Inspections  is  the  comparatively 
large  number  of  persons  who  pay  no  rent  for  their  houses.  This 
is  sometimes  because  the  owner  is  charitably  disposed  and  some- 
times because  he  is  unable  to  get  any  rent  although  the  occupier 
may  be  in  work.  In  other  cases  the  house  is  in  such  a bad  state 
that  the  owner  would  gladly  have  it  closed  but  allows  it  to  be 
occupied  because  no  better  house  is  available. 

The  Ledbury  and  the  Hereford  district  Councils  have  had  under 
consideration  the  desirability  of  providing  more  cottages  and  the 
Colwall  Parish  Council  has  made  application  for  a loan  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  six  semi-detached  cottages  at  Colwall. 

A very  distinct  want  in  some  districts  is  two-roomed  cottages 

for  old-age  pensioners. 

The  following  Circular  issued  by  the  Agents  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  for  Worcestershire  and  the  other  more  northern 
counties  is  so  admirably  conceived  that  I have  thought  a good 
purpose  might  be  served  by  including  it  in  this  report. 

“ We  have  to  call  attention  to  the  liability  of  Farm  tenants  for 
keeping  in  repair  and  order  the  interior  of  the  houses  and  cottages 
included  in  the  Farm  lettings.  It  is  necessary,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  cottages,  that  these  should  be  painted,  white-washed  and 
cleansed  regularly  ; the  outside  drains  should  also  occasionally  be 
examined  to  see  that  they  are  not  blocked  through  carelessness 
or  neglect,  or  the  water  supply  contaminated  by  foul  water  running 
into  the  wells  or  cisterns.  Any  want  of  repair  to  roofs,  main  walls, 
or  other  structural  work  should  be  reported  to  us,  if  it  occurs 
between  our  inspections.  In  cases  where  the  Landlords  are  not 
liable  for  outside  painting  or  colouring,  the  work  should  be  done 
by  the  tenant  before  any  damage  is  caused  by  neglect.  In  the 
event  of  the  water  supply  failing  or  becoming  defective  from  any 

cause  we  should  be  written  to  at  once. 

Where  cottages  differ  in  bed-room  accommodation  care  should 
be  taken  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  larger  families  have  the  larger 
tenements  so  as  to  prevent  overcrowding  ; lodgers  should  not  be 

allowed  where  rooms  are  required  for  the  family. 

It  should  further  be  noted  that  cottages  let  with  Farms  are 
intended  for  the  use  of  labourers  working  on  the  harms  anil  not 
for  sub-letting  to  other  parties.”  ■

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WORKERS  IN  LEAD. 

Every  medical  practitioner  attending  a patient  whom  he 
believes  to  be  suffering  Irom  lead,  phosphorous,  arsenical  or  mer- 
curial poisoning  or  anthrax,  contracted  in  a factory  or  workshop, 
is  required  by  section  73  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  iqoi, 
to  notify  the  particulars  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories,  the 
Home  Office,  London. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  which  came  into  force 
on  January  1st,  1902,  is  an  Act  to  consolidate  with  Amendments 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  new  duties  are  cast  upon 
Sanitary  Authorities  and  upon  their  officials. 

Section  132  is  as  follows  : — “ The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  every  District  Council  shall  in  his  Annual  Report  to  them  report 
specifically  on  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  Workshops  and 
Workplaces,  and  he  shall  send  a copy  of  his  Annual  Report,  or  so 
much  of  it  as  deals  with  this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.” 

Section  131  requires  that  ‘‘  every  District  Council  shall  keep 
a Register  of  all  workshops  situate  within  their  district.’  Sum- 
maries of  the  Registers  will  be  found  on  pages  38,  54,  78,  98, 
1 13,  130  and  143. 

Workshops  may  be  defined  broadly  as  : 

Any  premises,  room,  or  place  where  steam,  water,  or  other 
mechanical  power  is  not  used  in  aid  of  the  manufacturing 
process  carried  on  there,  in  which  premises,  room,  or  places, 
or  within  the  close  or  curtilage  or  precincts  of  which  premises 
any  manual  labour  is  exercised  by  way  of  trade  or  for 
purposes  of  gain  in  or  incidental  to  any  of  the  following 
purposes,  namely  : — 

(1)  The  making  of  any  article  or  part  of  any  article  ; or 

(2)  The  altering,  repairing,  ornamenting,  or  finishing  of  any 

article  ; or 

(3)  The  adapting  for  sale  of  any,  article, 

and  to  or  over  which  premises,  room,  or  place  the  employer 
of  the  persons  working  therein  has  the  right  of  access  or 
control. 
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\\  here  steam,  water,  or  other  mechanical  power  is  used  in 
aid  of  manufacturing  processes,  the  premises  concerned  are  defined 
as  a factory. 

Within  the  Rural  Districts  are  chemical  works,  encaustic  tile 
works,  and  corn  mills,  which  are  factories.  The  workshops  within 
the  districts  include  those  occupied  by  blacksmiths,  bootmakers, 
builders,  carpenters,  coopers,  dressmakers,  machinists,  saddlers’ 
tailors,  and  wheelwrights.  Bakehouses  are  separately  dealt  with 
under  the  Act,  and  (unless  they  are  factories)  are  to  be  inspected 
by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 

There  are  a few  glovers  in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 

The  provisions  of  the  1901  Act  apply  to  Laundries,  which  are 
now  brought  under  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Office  and  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 

In  my  report  for  1901  I set  out  in  detail  the  obligations  of 
Rural  District  Councils  with  regard  to  Factories  and  Workshops 
on  page  39,  and  with  regard  to  bakehouses  on  page  41.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER. 

The  Rural  District  of  Bromyard,  which  entirely  surrounds  the  Bromyard 
Urban  District,  is  situated  in  the  north  eastern  side  of  the  county  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  Worcestershire,  on  the  south  by  the 
Ledbury  Rural  District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Hereford  and  Leominster 
Rural  Districts.  The  district  is  a hilly  one.  On  the  eastern  side  Wlnt  bourne 
is  200  ft.  above  sea  level,  while  Tedstone  Wafer  is  669  ft.,  and  the  Ridgeway 
650  ft.  Bishops  Frame,  in  the  south,  is  262  ft.  In  the  west  Bredciibury 
is  775  ft.,  and  Hegdon  Hill  (the  highest  point  in  the  district)  is  b29  It.  Lrock- 
hampton,  about  the  middle,  is  700  ft.  aud  the  Wall  Hills,  m the  north,  rise 

to  a height  of  738  ft.  , ...  . . , . 

The  district  is  well  watered  with  streams  from  the  lulls,  which  empty 
into  the  rivers  Lodon  in  the  west,  Frame  in  the  middle  of  the  district,  and 
a tributary  of  the  'feme  in  the  cast.  All  these  rivers  flow  from  north  to 

south.  _ 

Geologically  the  district  is  chiefly  Old  Red  Sandstone. 

The  subsoil  is  for  the  most  part  of  clay  or  marl  ; in  the  parishes  of 
Avenbury,  Edvin  Loach,  and  Whitbouruc  of  saud,  and  in  Whitbourne  and 
the  northern  portion  of  Much  Cowarne,  of  gravel.  . . . 

There  are  within  the  district  32  parishes,  all  of  which  are  in  the  county 
of  Hereford,  in  the  Bromyard  Poor-law  Union  and  Bromyard  Registration 
District  but  the  Poor-law  Union  and  Registration  District  include  flic 

Bromyard  Urban  District,  and  are  not  therefore  co-terminous  with  the 
Bromvard  Rural  District.  The  population  in  the  32  parishes  at  the  census 
oM917l  varied  fro.n  6 in  Saltmarshe  to  1.135  in  Cradley  In  ten  parishes 
there  were  less  than  100  persons  (see  p.  37).  There  are  collections  of  Bouses 
into  villages  at  Bishops  Frame,  Cradley,  Stoke  Lacy,  Whitbourne  and 

Pencombe  ; elsewhere  houses  are  scattered.  r j-  i ■ t . 

There  are  53  miles  of  county  main  roads  and  12b  miles  of  district  roads 

in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 

INDUSTRIES.

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POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Bromyard  Rural  District  at  the  Census 
of  1901  was  8,244,  and  at  the  Census  of  1911  it  was  7,931.  Although 
there  was  during  the  ten  years  a decrease  of  313  persons,  a refer- 
ence to  p.  37  of  1911  Report,  will  show  that  there  was  an 
increase  of  population  during  that  period  in  15  of  the  32  parishes 
amounting  to  175  persons,  while  in  17  parishes  there  was  a total 
decrease  of  488  persons.  The  estimated  population  at  the  middle 
of  1912,  upon  which  the  figures  of  this  Report  are  based,  is  7,892. 

BIRTHS. 

No.  193.  Rate  per  1,000,  24.4. 

There  were  196  births  registered  in  the  Bromyard  Rural 
District  during  1912.  The  births  of  three  girls  have  been  transferred 
by  the  Registrar-General  from  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 
With  this  adjustment  the  total  number  of  births  was  193  (88  boys 
and  105  girls)  giving  a birth-rate  of  24.4  per  1,000.  This  rate  is 
2.1  per  1,000  above  that  recorded  in  1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural 
England  during  1912  was  22.6  per  1,000. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Bromyard  Rural 
District  21  illegitimate  births  ; one  of  these  was  transferred  by  the 
Registrar-General  to  another  district. 

The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  per  1,000  of  unmarried 
women  and  widows  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years  was  22.5, 
compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  in  the  six  combined  rural  districts. 

DEATHS. 

No.  112.  Rate  per  1,000,  14. 1. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Bromyard  Rural 
District  during  1912  was  104.  Included  in  this  number  were 
three  persons  whose  usual  place  of  residence  was  not  in  the  Brom- 
yard Rural  District.  Eleven  residents  of  the  Bromyard  Rural 
District  died  outside  the  district.  After  making,  therefore,  the 
necessary  adjustments,  the  number  of  deaths  among  residents  in 
the  Bromyard  Rural  District  was  112  (55  males  and  57  females), 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  14 .1  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  o .9  per  1,000 
above  that  recorded  in  1911.  The  death-rate  corrected  for  age 
and  sex  was  12.3. 

The  crude  death-rate  in  Rural  England  in  1912  was  12.9  per 
1,000,  the  corrected  death-rate  12. 1. 

There  was  a death  in  each  parish  during  1912. 
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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS.

Of  the  104  deaths  registered  in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District 
in  1912  there  were  95  (91-3  per  cent.)  certified  by  registered 
medical  practitioners,  seven  (6.7  percent.)  by  the  Coroner,  and 
two  (2-0  per  cent.)  were  uncertified.

The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the 
number  of  children  who  have  died  under  one  year  old  within  a 
certain  period  in  proportion  to  1,000  births  during  the  same  period. 
In  the  Bromyard  Rural  District  during  1912  there  were  born  196 
children.  The  Registrar-General  transferred  three  births  to  other 
districts,  and  12  children  died  under  twelve  months  old.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  thus  equal  to  62  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  Deaths. — There  were  two  deaths  among 
illegitimate  children  under  twelve  months  old  belonging  to 
Bromyard  Rural  District  in  1912,  giving  an  illegitimate  infant 
mortality  rate  of  100  per  1,000  births  compared  with  51  per  1,000 
in  the  case  of  legitimate  children.

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area.  Overcrowd- 
ing of  persons  in  houses  is  occasionally  found.  The  Council  has 
adopted  the  principle  in  a report  dated  28th  September,  1911 
(Report  for  1912,  p.  25),  of  including  the  ground  floor  rooms  as 
sleeping  rooms  where  they  are  fit  for  use  as  such  in  calculating  the 
amount  of  cubic  space  available. 

Dampness  is  found  from  the  lack  of  or  defective  ea\es  gutteis 
and  from  the  absence  of  damp  courses  ; in  some  instances  from  the 
poor  quality  of  the  bricks  used  and  in  a few  from  the  floor  being 
below  the  level  of  the  surrounding  ground. 

There  are  a fair  number  of  well  built  cottages  quite  suitable 
to  the  needs  of  the  occupants,  but  in  many  parishes  there  is  a 
dearth  of  cottages  and  some  are  only  occupied  because  no  other 
dwellings  are  available. 

There  are  no  building  by-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 
During  1912  six  new  cottages  were  erected  in  the  rural  district. 
In  the  parishes  of  Bishops  Frome,  Linton  (2),  Much  Cowarne  (2)  and 

Winslow.  . 

The  procedure  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts) 

Regulations,  1910,  is  as  follows: — The  inspections  are  mostly  made 
by  the  Inspector,  who  is  occasionally  accompanied  by  the  Medical 
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Officer  of  Health:  The  records  of  the  inspections  after  being 
transferred  in  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  larger 
sheets,  are  all  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who, 
in  conference  with  the  Inspector  makes  suitable  recommendations 
as  to  the  action  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  each  report.  The 
reports  are  handed  in  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  are  invariably  referred  to 
the  Health  Committee,  which  decides  as  to  the  acceptance  or 
otherwise  of  the  recommendations  made.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  does  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Health  Committee, 
but  the  Inspector  receives  instructions  at  that  meeting  to  com- 
municate with  the  owners  of  those  houses  in  which  the  Committee 
considers  the  defects  pointed  out  should  be  remedied.  During 
1912,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommended  the  remedying 
of  906  separate  defects  in  the  317  houses  reported  upon  and  the 
Committee  decided  to  call  upon  the  owners  to  remedy  235  defects 
in  165  houses. 

During  1912  there  were  erected  six  new  houses  and  during 
the  years  1901  to  1912  inclusive,  24  houses  were  erected. 

At  the  census  of  1901  there  were  1,790  inhabited  houses  in 
the  district  and  at  the  1911  census  there  were  1,838.  At  the  latter 
date  there  were  1,864  families  or  separate  occupiers. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  no  general  system  of  sewerage  in  any  part  of  the 
district.  Most  of  the  houses  and  cottages  are  provided  with 
privy  closets.  Only  a few  pail  closets  or  earth  closets  are  used 
though  there  is  a growing  feeling  in  disposition  to  use  them  and 
occupiers  are  realising  that  by  the  use  of  comparatively  small 
quantities  of  earth,  even  in  an  old-fashioned  privy,  their  comfort 
may  be  increased,  and  a perfectly  sweet  closet  provided.  Efforts 
are  now  being  made  to  induce  occupiers  to  use  earth  more  frequently 

by  placing  the  following  printed  notice  inside  those  closets  where 
it  seems  desirable. 

Herefordshire  Sanitary  Districts. 

The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping  a 

Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to 
health.

OR  IF  EVERY  PERSON  WHO  USES  IT  PUTS  IN  ENOUGH 
EARTH  TO  KEEP  THE  SURFACE  DRY. 
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Water  closets  are  to  be  found  in  the  large  residential  houses, 
and  the  drainage  in  these  cases  is  usually  discharged  into  a cesspit 
which  overflows  on  to  land.  At  a large  house  in  the  parish  of 
Whitbourne  which  has  recently  been  enlarged  the  sewage  is  treated 
in  a septic  tank.  In  a large  number  of  instances  the  drains  are 
inefficiently  trapped  with  “ D ” or  bell  traps.  These  should  be 
replaced  by  earthenware  gullies  properly  set  in  cement.  In  many 
cottages  the  drains  discharge  into  roadside  ditches,  a custom 
which  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  continue. 

The  drainage  from  the  Workhouse  (in  which  the  average 
number  of  persons  is  90),  in  the  parish  of  Linton,  is  conveyed  to 
a septic  tank,  which  discharges  over  bacteria  contact  beds,  of  which 
there  are  three,  and  the  effluent  flows  into  an  adjoining  ditch. 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A resolution  was  passed  by  the  then  Sanitary  Authority  on 
December  18th,  1879,  defining  200  yards  as  a “ reasonable 
distance  ” within  which  water  should  be  provided  for  new  houses. 
In  the  case  of  old  houses,  500  yards  has  been  usually  considered 
a “ reasonable  distance,”  but  I am  unable  to  find  any  definite 
minute  to  this  effect.  A large  number  of  cottages  rely  upon  springs 
or  dip  wells  situated  away  from  the  premises  for  a supply  of  water. 
There  is  a noticeable  absence  of  pump  wells  in  some  parts  of  the 
district. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  18  registered  cowsheds  in  the  Bromyard  Rural 
District  in  which  there  are  about  180  cows. 

The  Council  has  had  under  consideration  the  adoption  of 
Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders, 
and  has  decided  not  to  make  any  for  the  present.  I consider 
that  it  is  very  desirable  such  regulations  should  be  made  and 
enforced. 

The  milk  from  5 dairies  is  sent  by  rail  to  Worcester  and 
Birmingham,  from  two  others  it  is  retailed  in  Malvern,  from  another 
it  is  distributed  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  farm  and 
from  the  remaining  six  dairies  is  sold  for  the  most  part  in  the  tow  n 
of  Bromyard. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  there  is  very  little  structural 
alteration  required  in  any  of  the  registered  cowsheds.  Where 
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it  is  required  it  is  in  connection  with  the  foldyard.  Several  require 
either  draining  or  pitching.  In  their  present  condition  they  allow 
of  the  accumulation  and  retention  of  liquid  manure.  This  accu- 
mulation in  several  instances  is  increased  by  the  absence  of  rain- 
water gutters  to  carry  off  the  roof  water  from  the  buildings  sur- 
rounding the  foldyard.  There  are  drains  inside  cowsheds  in  a 
few  instances.  These  should  be  removed. 

In  too  many  instances  I have  found  very  large  manure  heaps 
almost  up  to  the  doors  of  the  cowsheds. 

The  inside  walls  of  the  cowsheds  are  cleaner  than  formerly, 
though  they  are  by  no  means  as  clean  as  they  should  be. 

Whenever  I have  been  present  at  milking  time  I have  found 
that  too  little  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  milkers  to  the 
cleanliness  either  of  their  hands  or  clothing.  It  is  rarely  that  I 
have  found  any  attention  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows’ 
teats. 

All  the  registrable  cowsheds  as  far  as  I know  are  now  registered. 
SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  five  slaughter-houses  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition. 
They  are  all  well  built  and  have  good  floors.  I consider  that  Urban 
powers  should  be  applied  for  to  enable  this  class  of  premises  to 
be  registered  and  to  be  controlled  by  by-laws. 

About  ten  pounds  of  beef  was  found  by  the  Inspector  during 
1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  was  voluntarily 
destroyed  by  the  owner. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Bishops  Frome 
(2),  Cradley,  Hampton  Charles,  Much  Cowarne  and  Ocle  Pychard. 
They  are  all  structurally  of  a good  type  and  are  fairly  well  kept.' 
There  is  now  placed  in  every  bakehouse  a printed  card  pointing 
out  the  obligation  of  the  occupier  periodically  to  limewash  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  the  bakehouse.  A copy  of  the  card  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 
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BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

The  Blacksmiths’  shops  have  been  kept  in  much  better  condition 
than  formerly.  In  each  of  them  a card  is  now  displayed  on  which 
the  dates  of  the  limewashing  of  the  walls  can  be  entered.  A copy 
of  the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  in  the  district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

HOP-PICKERS’  QUARTERS. 

There  are  no  by-laws  in  the  district  with  respect  to  Hop- 
pickers’  quarters. 

On  page  35  et  seq.  of  the  Report  for  1909,  there  is  a report 
and  copy  of  correspondence  with  the  Local  Government  Board 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  by-laws. 

A report  which  was  made  to  the  Council  on  October  31st,  1911, 
will  be  found  on  p.  27  et  seq.  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1912. 

The  conditions  which  I found  upon  inspecting  the  Hop-pickers’ 
quarters  during  the  Hop-picking  season  of  1912  were  not  much 
better  than  those  described  in  that  report,  though  there  was 
apparent  a commendable  desire  on  the  part  of  some  growers  to 
have  the  walls  of  the  buildings  occupied  limewashed.  I still 
consider  that  it  would  be  fairer  to  those  growers  who  are  desirous 
of  making  the  pickers  more  comfortable  if  by-laws  with  respect  to 
hop-pickers’  quarters  were  in  force  in  the  district. 

Failing  the  adoption  of  by-laws,  I consider  that  the  following 
matters  should  be  insisted  upon  : — 

1.  The  limewashing  of  the  inside  walls  of  all  buildings  during 

the  week  prior  to  their  occupation  by  the  pickers. 

2.  The  cleansing  of  the  floors  of  all  buildings,  especially  of 

stables  and  cowsheds  prior  to  their  occupation. 

3.  The  clearing  away  of  accumulations  of  manure  from  the 

proximity  of  the  quarters. 

4.  The  provision  of  adequate  privy  accommodation. 

5.  The  provision  of  cooking  places. 

6.  The  provision  of  a proper  supply  of  water  on  the  premises. 
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SCHOOLS. 

There  are  trough  water-closets  discharging  into  a cesspit  at 
the  Pencombe  Schools.  The  overflow  from  the  cesspit  discharges 
into  a roadside  ditch,  a condition  which  the  school  managers  have 
promised  to  alter.  Earth  closets  or  pails  at  Bredenbury,  Acton 
Beauchamp,  Cradley  (Storridge),  and  Whitbourne.  At  most 
of  the  other  schools  there  are  privies,  not  quite  so  bad  as  the  pit 
type,  but  still  objectionable.  At  the  rear  of  the  structure  is  a 
receptacle  for  ashes,  which  communicates  with  the  privy,  the 
intention  being  that  the  ashes  should  be  mixed  with  the  excreta, 
but  as  the  ashes  have  been  burned,  and,  therefore,  sterilised,  they 
can  have  no  nitrifying  power.  This  form  of  privy  might  be  rendered 
less  offensive  and  dangerous  if  a sufficient  quantity  of  earth  were 
thrown  in  through  the  seat  (not  behind)  to  keep  the  surface  dry. 

PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Infec- 
tious Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  have  not  been  adopted  by 
the  District  Council  nor  does  the  Council  possess  any  of  the  Urban 
powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Part  III.  and  Part  IV.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council,  except  sections  34, 
36,  37,  38,  39,  40,  41,  42,  43,  44,  45,  46,  47,  48,  49  and  51. 

The  Council  have  not  made  any  by-laws  with  respect  to  : 

Private  scavenging  ; Houses  let  in  lodgings  ; Hop  and 
fruit-pickers ; Tents  and  Vans ; Mortuaries  and 
Cemeteries. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  Joseph  Woodyatt  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
from  April  1st,  1912,  at  a salary  of  £50  per  annum,  no  portion  of 
which  is  obtained  from  the  Exchequer  grants  of  the  County  Council. 
He  keeps  a bicycle  and  pays  all  his  travelling  and  incidental  expenses, 
except  stamps  and  stationery. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Barrs  who  had  previously  acted  as  Deputy-Inspector 
for  the  late  Mr.  T.  Barrs,  was  Acting-Inspector  from  January  1st 
to  March  31st,  1912.

Having  been  in  office  only  nine  months  (appointed  April  is t, 
.'912),  I have  very  few  remarks  to  make.  The  district  has  been 
systematically  visited  by  me,  and,  as  a result,  the  whole  of  the 
Blacksmiths’  shops,  dairies  and  cowsheds,  slaughter-houses  and 
bakehouses  have  been  periodically  limewashed  and  cleansed. 
Especial  attention  has  given  by  me  to  the  housing  of  foreign  hop- 
pickers,  and  prior  to  the  pickers’  arrival  I visited  ninety-seven 
farmhouses  and  inspected  the  accommodation  being  provided 
for  them.  By  this  means  I was  successful  in  many  cases  in  getting 
the  buildings  limewashed,  the  floors  cleansed,  and  decent  privy 
accommodation  provided.  Following  on  my  visit,  Dr.  Farrar,  the 
Local  Government  Board  Inspector,  spent  some  time  in  the  district 
and  visited  many  of  the  buildings  in  which  the  pickers  were  housed. 
On  every  occasion  I accompanied  him. 

My  time  has  been  very  fully  occupied  in  the  inspection  of 
houses,  348  having  been  reported  upon  by  me  to  the  Council.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER. 

■tue  Rural  District  of  Dore  is  situated  in  the  south-western  corner  of 
the  county,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Hay  and  Weobley  Rural 
Districts,  on  the  east  by  the  Hereford  and  Ross  Rural  Districts,  on  the  South 
by  Monmouthshire,  and  on  the  west  by  Monmouthshire.  The  Black 
Mountains  form  the  boundary  of  the  district  on  the  western  side,  and  rise 
to  a height  of  2,306  ft.  There  is  a range  of  hills  on  the  eastern  side  running 
from  north  to  south-east.  Orcop  Hill  in  the  west  is  958  ft.  high,  Pontrilas 
at  the  foot  of  Orcop  Hill  is  250  ft.,  and  Madley,  in  the  north-east,  is  254  ft 
above  sea-level. 

The  district  is  well  watered,  streams  from  the  surrounding  hills  emptying 
into  the  rivers  Monnow  and  Dore.  The  Monnow,  which  rises  in  the  north- 
west flows  due  south  to  the  boundary  of  the  Dore  district,  and  then  in  a 
north-easterly  direction,  forming  the  southern  boundary.  The  river  Dore 
nows  along  the  Golden  Valley,  through  the  centre  of  the  district  from  north 
to  south. 

Geologically  the  district  is  Old  Red  Sandstone.  Garway  Hill  and 
Stockley  Hill  are  of  Cornstone  formation. 

In  a large  proportion  of  the  district  there  is  a sandy  subsoil,  though  in  a 
few  parishes,  noticeably  in  Kenderchurch,  St.  Devereux,  Vowehurch,  and 
W alterstone,  there  is  a subsoil  of  marl  and  clay. 

There  are  within  the  Dore  Rural  District  26  parishes,  all  of  which  are 
in  the  county  of  Hereford,  in  the  Dore  Poor-Law  Union,  and  in  the  Hereford 
Registration  District,  but  the  Poor-Law  Union  and  Registration  District 
include  the  parishes  of  Grosmont  and  Llangua  in  the  Abergavenny  Rural 
District  of  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  are  not  eo-terminous  with  the  Dore 
Rural  District.  1 he  population  in  the  26  parishes  of  the  Dore  Rural  District 
at  the  census  of  1911  varied  from  52  in  Llancillo  to  723  in  Madley.  In 
six  parishes  there  were  less  than  100  inhabitants  (see  p.  53).  There  are 
collections  of  houses  into  villages  at  Peterchurch,  Ewyas  Harold,  Kentchurch 
(Pontrilas),  Longtown,  Kmgstone,  and  Madley;  elsewhere  the  houses  are 
more  or  less  scattered. 

There  are  41  miles  of  county  main  roads  and  188  miles  of  district  roads 
in  the  Dore  Rural  District. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  industries  are  almost  exclusively  agricultural.  Hops  are  culti- 
vated  on  the  eastern  border,  and  apples  are  extensively  grown  throuehout 
the  district.  There  is  also  breeding  of  Herefordshire  Cattle.  At  Pontrilas 
m t«e  parish  of  Kentchurch,  there  are  small  chemical  works,  and  there  are' 
quarries  in  the  parishes  of  Peterchurch,  Kentchurch,  Orcop,  Tyberton 
Abbeydore,  Bacton,  Rowlstone,  Llancillo,  Longtown,  Llanveynoe,  Crasswall! 
and  Newton.  1 here  are  brickworks  in  Kentchurch  and  in  St.  Devereux 

In  the  parish  of  Vowehurch  there  is  a large  steam  flour  mill,  and  there 
are  corn  mills  in  the  parishes  of  Abbeydore,  Crasswall,  Kilpeck,  Kingstone

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  1901  census  was  6,742,  and  in  1911  it 
was  6,491.  Although  in  the  whole  district  there  was  a decrease 
in  the  ten  years  of  251  persons,  there  was  an  aggregate  increase 
in  eight  of  the  26  parishes  of  101  persons.  The  estimated 
population  at  the  middle  of  1912,  and  upon  which  the 
figures  in  this  report  are  based,  is  6,460. 

BIRTHS. 

No.  121.  Birth-rate  per  1,000,  18.7. 

There  were  122  births  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District 
during  1912.  The  Registrar-General  transferred  one  birth  to 
another  district  and  of  the  remainder  58  were  boys  and  63  girls, 
equal  to  a birth-rate  per  1,000  of  18.7.  This  rate  is  6 .2  per  1,000 
below  that  recorded  in  1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural  England 
during  1912  was  22.6  per  1,000. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District 
eight  illegitimate  births.  The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births 
per  1,000  unmarried  women  and  widows  between  the  ages  of 
15  and  45  years  was  10.5,  compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  in  the 
six  Combined  Rural  Districts. 

DEATHS. 

No.  82.  Death-rate  per  1,000,  12.6. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District 
during  1912  was  75.  Seven  Dore  residents  died  outside  the 
district.  After  making,  therefore,  the  necessary  adjustments,  the 
number  of  deaths  among  residents  in  the  Dore  Rural  District  was 
82  (45  males  and  3 7 females),  equal  to  a death-rate  of  12.6  per 
1,000.  This  rate  is  1.5  per  1,000  below  that  recorded  in  1911. 

The  death-rate  corrected  for  age  and  sex  was  10.9  per  1,000. 

The  crude  death-rate  in  Rural  England  during  1912  was 
12.9  per  1,000  and  the  corrected  death-rate  12. 1. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  1912  in  the  four  parishes  of  Ken- 
derchurch,  Llanveynoe,  Thrnxton  and  Tumastone,  with  a total 
population  of  391  persons.

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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. 

4.0  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Of  the  75  deaths  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District  in 
1912  there  were  67  (89.3  per  cent.)  certified  by  registered  medical 
practitioners,  5 (6.7  per  cent.)  by  the  Coroner,  and  3 (4-0  per 
cent.)  were  uncertified.  The  causes  of  death  entered  by  the 
Registrars  in  the  case  of  the  uncertified  deaths  were  effusion 
of  brain,  senile  decay,  and  arterio-sclerosis. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths  in  the  Madley  Regis- 
tration Sub-district.

The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the 
number  of  children  who  have  died  under  one  year  old  within  a 
certain  period  in  proportion  to  1,000  births  during  the  same 
period.  In  the  Dore  Rural  District  during  1912  there  were  born 
122  children,  and  9 children  died  under  12  months  old.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  thus  equal  to  74  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  Deaths. — There  were  no  deaths  among 
illegitimate  children  under  12  months  old  in  the  Dore  Rural  District 
in  1912.

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  John  Lewis,  was  appointed 
by  the  District  Council  the  officer  to  make  inspections  of  houses, 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  reports  were  dealt  with  by  the  whole  Council,  and 
in  the  first  instance,  where  necessary,  a circular  letter  in  the  form 
given  on  page  15  of  the  1911  Report  was  sent  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  owner  of  the  property  in  question. 

In  the  case  of  houses  represented  as  uninhabitable,  notice 
was  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  owner  stating 
the  time  and  place  at  which  the  Council  would  meet  to  consider 
the  question  of  making  a Closing  Order.  Other  notices  requir- 
ing the  seal  of  the  Council  or  signature  of  the  Clerk  were  prepared 
and  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area  and  only 
rarely  is  there  overcrowding  of  people  in  houses.  In  hardly  any 
parish  is  there  to  be  found  an  empty  cottage  and  in  some  parishes 
if  new  cottages  were  erected  they  would  readily  find  tenants: 
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Quite  a fair  number  of  cottages  arc  old  and  require  constant  repair 
to  keep  them  in  an  habitable  state,  though  in  a few  parishes  there 
are  well-built  houses  quite  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  occupiers. 
There  are  no  building  by-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 

During  1912  five  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  and 
during  the  year  1906  to  1912  inclusive,  28  houses  were  erected. 

At  the  census  of  1901  there  were  1,555  inhabited  houses, 
and  at  the  1911  census  there  were  1,515.  At  the  latter  date  there 
were  1,535  families  or  separate  occupiers  in  the  Dore  district. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  combined  drainage  for  a few  houses  in  the  parishes  of 
Ewyas  Harold,  Madley  and  Peterchurch.  Elsewhere  slop-water 
drains  frequently  discharge  into  roadside  ditches  or  from  farm 
houses  on  to  land  or  into  foldyards.  Large  residential  houses  have 
water-closets,  and  the  drainage  is  usually  discharged  on  to  land, 
with  or  without  the  intervention  of  a cesspool,  or  in  some  cases 
directly  into  a watercourse.  The  drainage  from  the  Workhouse, 
where  there  are  six  water-closets,  discharges  into  a ditch,  and 
thence  into  a brook. 

Privy  closets  are  commonly  found  in  connection  with  farm 
houses  or  cottages,  though  there  are  a fair  number  of  earth  closets 
and  pail  closets.  A few  years  ago  the  Dore  Council  issued  a 
printed  memorandum  with  diagrams  describing  a ready  and  cheap 
method  of  converting  privy  closets  into  pail  or  earth  closets. 

Occupiers  are  being  constantly  urged  to  use  earth  in  closets, 
inside  which  a card  in  the  following  terms  is  placed  by  the 
Inspector  : —

The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping 
a Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious 
to  health. 

A CLOSET  CAN  BE  KEPT  PERFECTLY  SWEET  IF  A 
SPADEFUL  OF  EARTH  IS  PLACED  IN  IT  EVERY  DAY, 
OR  IF  EVERY  PERSON  WHO  USES  IT  PUTS  IN  ENOUGH 
EARTH  TO  KEEP  THE  SURFACE  DRY.

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I have  not  been  able  to  find  a definite  resolution  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority  relating  to  a “ reasonable  distance  ” within 
which  water  should  be  supplied  to  houses,  but  there  appears  to 
be  a tradition  that  it  should  be  500  yards  in  the  case  of  old  and 
200  yards  in  the  case  of  new  houses. 

For  the  most  part  water  is  obtained  from  wells,  dip-wells  or 
springs,  many  of  the  last  being  by  the  roadside  and  open  to 
pollution. 

On  p.  51  of  the  Report  for  1906  will  be  found  particulars  of 
combined  supplies  in  several  parishes,  and  on  p.  53  (et  seq.)  of  the 
Report  for  1907  is  a report  on  the  water  supply  of  Longtown. 

The  water  supply  to  some  of  the  houses  in  Orcop  parish  is 
veiy  unsatisfactory.  An  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  a com 
bined  supply  to  those  on  Garway  Hill. 

As  time  permits  detailed  information  is  being  obtained  con- 
cerning the  water  supply  of  each  parish  and  is  tabulated  as 
follows  : —

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  six  dairies  and  cowsheds  on  the  register.  They 
are  kept  only  in  a fairly  good  condition,  and  should  be  inspected 
and  reported  upon  far  more  regularly  than  has  been  the  case  in  the 
past.  No  milk  is  sold  outside  the  district.  Regulations  under 
the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Orders  are  in  force. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  five  slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  That  at 
Madley  is  well  constructed  and  well  kept  ; and  there  is  a good  water 
supjdy.  The  Ewyas  Harold  buildings  are  of  wood  with  brick 
floors.  Both  these  are  isolated  buildings. 

I consider  that  Urban  powers  should  be  applied  for  to  enable 
this  class  of  premises  to  be  registered  and  to  be  controlled  by 
by-laws. 

No  meat  was  found  during  1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Dore  district, 
and  I cannot  ascertain  that  any  by-laws  have  been  made  with 
respect  to  this  class  of  house. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Longtown  (3), 
Vowchurch,  Abbeydore,  Peterchurch,  Ewyas  Harold  and  Kent- 
church. 

They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition,  though  some  require 
constant  inspection,  more  especially  with  respect  to  the  removal 
of  manure,  &c.  from  the  vicinity  of  the  bakehouse  premises. 

There  is  now  placed  in  every  bakehouse  a printed  card  pointing 
out  the  obligation  of  the  occupier  periodically  to  limewash  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  the  bakehouse.  A copy  of  the  card  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

In  each  blacksmith’s  shop  a card  is  now  displayed  on  which 
the  dates  of  the  periodical  limewashing  can  be  entered.  A copy 
of  the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  methods  adopted  in  dealing  with  infectious  disease  are 
described  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  Report  for  1907. 

In  the  year  1898  a corrugated  iron  hospital  was  erected  by 
the  District  Council,  at  a cost  of  £255,  on  land  adjoining  the 
Workhouse  at  Abbeydore.  There  is  accommodation  for  four 
patients  in  two  wards.  Its  proximity  to  the  Workhouse,  where 
there  are  approaching  too  occupants,  renders  it  impossible  to 
use  the  hospital  for  the  district  generally.  Especially  is  this  the 
case  as  regards  small  pox.  It  has  not  been  occupied  since  it  was 
erected. 

PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  have  not  been  adopted 
by  the  District  Council,  nor  does  the  Council  possess  any  »*f  the 
Urban  powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  Council  has  not  made  any  by-laws  with  respect  to 
common  lodging-houses,  private  scavenging,  houses  let  in  lodgings, 
tents  and  vans,  mortuaries  and  cemeteries. 


DOKE  RURAL  DISTRICT. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  John  Lewis,  who  had  been  acting  since  1889  as  Road 
Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  a portion  of  the  district, 
was  at  the  end  of  1910  relieved  of  his  duties  as  Surveyor  and 
appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the  whole  district.  He 
ieceives  a salary  of  £So  per  annum,  one  half  being  paid  out  of 
the  Exchequer  grants.  He  pays  his  own  travelling  expenses 
(including  the  keep  of  a horse)  and  incidental  expenses,  except 
stamps  and  stationery. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Huddart,  an  Assistant  Inspector  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  visited  the  district  in  1912,  and  as  a result  of  his 
report,  the  Board  recommended  the  District  Council  to  increase 
Mr.  Lewis  salary  to  £100  per  annum.  The  Council  did  not 
acquiesce  in  the  recommendation;

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1912,  I beg  to  state  that  all  complaints  received  during  the  year 
have  been  investigated  by  me,  and  the  usual  steps  taken  to  abate 
the  nuisance. 
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During  the  year,  all  workshops,  bakehouses  and  slaughter- 
houses have  been  whitelimed,  and  in  my  periodical  visits  I have 
found  them  with  but  few  exceptions  very  tidily  kept.  1 have 
also  visited  the  Cowsheds,  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  is  a 
gradual  improvement  in  their  condition. 

The  past  year  has  been  a very  favourable  one  with  regard 
to  infectious  disease  throughout  the  district.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  a few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  from  Madley, 
Peterchurch  and  Michaelchurch,  but  no  deaths  occurred,  and 
in  the  autumn  two  cases  were  reported  from  Orcop  and  one  from 
Vowchurch. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  houses  has  been  reported 
under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  and  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  in  most  cases  I have  found  the  owners  most  ready  to 
comply  with  my  request,  especially  in  the  matter  of  ventilation.

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POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Hereford  Rural  District  at  the  census 
of  1911  was  13,597.  During  the  ten  years  1901-1911  there  was 
an  average  yearly  increase  in  the  population  of  33  persons,  and 
assuming  that  this  increase  is  still  going  on,  the  estimated  popu- 
lation at  the  middle  of  1912  was  13,638,  the  number  upon  which 
the  figures  in  this  report  is  based. 

BIRTHS. 

No.  243.  Rate  per  1,000,  17.8. 

There  were  240  births  registered  in  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
during  1912.  The  births  of  two  boys  and  one  girl  were  transferred 
by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  District.  With  this  adjustment 
the  total  number  of  births  was  243  (no  boys  and  133  girls),  giving 
a birth-rate  of  17.8  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  0.2  per  1,000  below 
that  recorded  in  1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural  England  during 
1912  was  22.6  per  1,000. 

illegitimate  births. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Hereford  Rural 
District  11  illegitimate  births,  and  the  Registrar-General  transferred 
three  illegitimate  births  to  the  District. 

The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  per  1,000  of  unmarried 
women  and  widows  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years  was  5.6, 
compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  in  the  six  Combined  Rural  Districts. 

DEATHS. 

No.  181.  Rate  per  1,000,  13.2. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
during  1912  was  200.  Forty-four  non-residents  died  in  the  district, 
and  25  Hereford  Rural  residents  died  outside  the  district.  After 
making  the  necessary  adjustments,  the  number  of  deaths  among 
residents  in  the  Hereford  Rural  District  was  181  (90  males  and 
01  females),  equal  to  a death-rate  per  1,000  of  13-2.  This  rate 
is  0.5  below  that  recorded  in  1911.  The  death-rate  corrected 
for  age  and  sex  was  11 .7  per  1,000  compared  with  12. 1 per  1,000 

in  Rural  England.

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SMALLPOX. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  6th  January,  1912,  the  House 
Surgeon  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital  informed  me  over 
the  telephone  that  a man  named,  27  years  of  age,  who  had  been 
attending  the  Hospital  as  an  out-patient  with  a gun-shot  wound 
of  the  arm,  had  been  found  to  have  a rash  resembling  small-pox. 
He  had  left  the  Hospital,  and  was  thought  to  be  living  in  a tent 
at  Sutton,  a parish  about  five  miles  from  Hereford. 

Accompanied  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Long,  I 
went  to  Sutton,  and  overtook  the  man  on  the  main  road  at 
Shelwick.  I was  not  quite  satisfied  that  the  rash  was  that  of 
small-pox,  but  on  seeing  him  early  on  the  next  day,  Sunday,  there 
was  little  doubt  as  to  it  being  so.  With  considerable  difficulty 
we  persuaded  him  to  go  to  the  District  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital 

at  Burghill. 

We  were  informed  that  there  were  with  him  m the  tent  his 
wife  and  three  children,  his  widowed  sister-in-law  and  her  two 
children.  He  stated  that  he  had  not  been  away  from  Hereford- 
shire for  the  past  two  months,  but  that  his  brother,  21  years,  who 
was  working  in  the  Rhondda  Valleys,  had  visited  him  at  Christmas, 
and  had  had  a similar  rash.  We  were  told  that  the  brother  had 
returned  to  the  Rhondda  the  day  after  Boxing  Day.  His  address 
in  the  Rhondda  was  not  known.  I communicated  the  circum- 
stances to  the  Rhondda  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  wrote 
me  that  he  was  instituting  inquiries  as  to  his  whereabouts. 

On  leaving  the  General  Hospital  on  Saturday,  the  man  said 
that  he  went  to  only  one  place  in  Hereford,  an  eating  house.  I 
communicated  this  information  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

of  Hereford.  . . . . , . 

On  Monday,  Mr.  Long  went  to  Sutton  to  disinfect  the  tent 

and  to  bring  away  to  the  steam  disinfector  such  articles  as  could 
be  steam  disinfected.  From  enquiries  he  then  made  he  suspected 
that  the  brother  was  still  in  the  district,  and  learned  that  at 
Christmas  time  two  other  men  had  been  staying  with  the  first  man, 
and  that  they  also  had  had  a rash.  They  were  said  to  have 
returned  to  Brynmawr.  In  reply  to  a communication  from  me, 
the  Brynmawr  Medical  Officer  of  Health  informed  me  that  these 
men  returned  from  Sutton  to  the  Brynmawr  district,  though 
actually  in  the  area  of  the  Blaina  and  Nantyglo  District  Counci  , 
on  Tuesday,  January  2nd. 
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On  Monday,  January  8th,  Mr.  Long  sought  in  the  Sutton 
and  Preston  Wynne  district  for  the  brother,  and  was  convinced 
that  he  was  still  in  the  locality. 

On  Wednesday,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Long  and  Sergeant 
Reynolds,  of  the  County  Police,  whose  services  were  most  readily 
placed  at  our  disposal  by  Supt.  Thomas,  I traversed  both  parishes 
in  search  of  the  brother.  The  women  at  the  Sutton  tent  again 
stated  that  he  had  gone  back  to  the  Rhondda,  and  they  had  not 
seen  him  since  Christmas. 

At  six  o’clock  on  Thursday  morning,  I drove  the  ambulance 
out  to  Sutton,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Long  and  Sergeant  Reynolds. 
On  going  to  the  tent  they  found  the  brother  there,  and  on  examining 
him  I discovered  that  he  was  in  about  the  same  stage  of  the  disease 
as  the  first  man.  He  was  taken  at  once  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

I think  there  is  little  doubt  that  he  had  been  keeping  out  of  our 
way  during  the  daytime,  and  had  been  sleeping  at  the  tent  each 
night.  He  admitted  being  at  an  auction  sale  at  Sutton  on  Tuesday 
January  9th. 

Later  in  the  day  of  Thursday,  Mr.  Long  and  Sergeant  Reynolds 
brought  over  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  all  the  inmates  of  the  tent, 
and  they  are  now  housed  in  the  observation  block.  The  actual 
occupants  of  the  tent  were  then  found  to  be  three  women  and 
six  children.  Some  of  these  had  no  doubt  been  kept  out  of  our 
way  on  our  previous  visits.  All  these  nine  persons  have  been 
vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated. 

In  order  to  assist  the  Matron  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  in 
keeping  the  women  and  children  rigidly  from  the  Hospital  proper, 

I thought  it  prudent  to  have  a man  at  the  Hospital,  and  engaged 
Mr.  Bromage,  of  Tillington,  for  the  purpose.  He  was  at  the 
Hospital  within  an  hour  or  so  of  my  seeing  him  on  the  matter. 

One  of  the  men  had  one  scar  of  infant  vaccination,  and  the 
other  had  no  vaccination  marks. 

The  women  and  children  were  all  bathed  daily,  and  the  nurse 
examined  each  one  carefully  for  any  indications  of  a small-pox 
rash.  On  January  26th  she  observed  a rash  on  two  children, 
aged  respectively  six  and  four  years,  and  on  the  17th  on  two  others, 
aged  six  years  and  one  year  respectively.

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area  and  only 
rarely  any  over-crowding  of  persons  in  houses,  two  such  were 
dealt  with  during  1912. 

Dampness  is  caused  by  the  lack  of  or  defective  eaves  gutters 
and  from  the  absence  of  damp  courses.  In  some  cases  from  the 
age  of  the  house  and  the  thinness  of  the  walls  and  in  a few  from 
the  floor  being  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

There  is  a dearth  of  houses  in  some  parishes,  and  from  a return 
which  the  Clerk  was  instructed  by  the  District  Council  to  obtain 
it  appears  that  in  the  following  parishes  the  number  of  houses 
stated  is  considered  by  the  Parish  Councils  concerned  to  be 
required  Allensmore,  2 ; Bartestree,  3 ; Burghill,  10  ; Grafton, 
4 ; Little  Dewchurch,  4 ; Much  Birch,  12  ; Pipe  cum  Lydt,  4 
Preston  Wynne,  8 ; Wellington,  20  ; Withington,  6. 

During  1912  there  have  been  erected  two  large  houses  and 
nine  cottages.  During  the  years  1901  and  1912  inclusive,  96 
new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  district.  There  arc  no 

building  by-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 

At  the  Census  of  1901  there  were  2,877  inhabited  houses, 
and  at  the  Census  of  1911  there  were  2,902.  At  the  latter  Census 
there  were  2,993  families  or  separate  occupiers.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  a drain  in  the  main  road  receiving  the  drainage 
fiom  iS  houses  and  the  schools  at  Fownhope.  It  discharges  into 
the  Nupend  stream.  At  Wellington  there  are  some  six  houses 
draining  into  a common  road  drain  in  the  main  street.  The  drain 
discharges  into  the  adjoining  stream.  The  slopwater  from  many 
houses  discharges  into  roadside  ditches,  a practice  which  has  been 
repeatedly  condemned.  Efforts  have  been  successfully  made  of 
late  years  in  the  most  flagrant  instances  to  abolish  the  custom. 
Laige  residential  houses  are  provided  with  water-closets,  the 
drainage  from  which  discharges  into  cesspools  or  on  to  land, 
occasionally  into  watercourses. 

The  drainage  from  the  Asylum  in  Burghill  parish  is  treated 
partly  over  land  and  partly  by  means  of  bacteria  beds.  The 
effluent  which  discharges  into  a neighbouring  stream  is  at  times 
not  at  all  satisfactory.  The  Managers  of  the  Asylum  might  well 
consider  the  propriety  of  utilising  the  sewers  of  the  Hereford 
Corporation,  to  whom  the  Asylum  partly  belongs.  The  Cor- 
poration sewers  have  now  been  laid  to  a point  within  half  a mile 
of  the  boundary  between  the  city  and  the  rural  district.  A con- 
tinuation of  the  sewer  would  enable  the  eight  Asylum  cottages 
to  be  connected  to  it.  At  present  these  cottages  are  provided 
with  pail-closets,  and  as  the  gardens  are  not  very  large,  and  some 
of  the  families  not  very  small,  it  is  difficult  adequately  to  deal 
with  the  contents  of  the  pails.  The  drains  from  the  cottages 
discharge  into  a cesspool  situated  in  a field  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  main  road. 

Privy-closets  are  commonly  found  at  the  farm  houses  and 
cottages.  Pail-closets  or  earth-closets  are  being  increasingly 
used.  Occupiers  are  being  constantly  urged  to  use  earth  in  closets, 
and  a card  in  the  following  terms  is  placed  by  the  Inspector  inside 
many  closets. 

Herefordshire  Sanitary  Districts. 

The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping  a 
Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to 
health.

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HOUSE  REFUSE: 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  collection  of  house  refuse. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  December  13th,  1879,  a resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Hereford  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  defining  “ a reasonable 
distance  ” as  500  yards  in  the  case  of  existing  and  200  yards  in 
the  case  of  newly-built  houses  within  which  water  should  be 
provided. 

There  are  combined  systems  of  water  supply  in  the  parish 
of  Fownhope,  where  water  is  piped  from  the  Highland  well  to 
several  houses,  and  in  the  parish  of  Stoke  Edith  where  about  30 
houses  are  supplied  with  water  conveyed  in  pipes  from  a spring 
in  the  Vicarage  grounds. 

In  the  parish  of  Much  Birch  a deep  well  has  been  sunk  at 
the  cost  of  the  local  landowner,  and  the  water  is  pumped  by  an 
oil  engine  to  a small  reservoir,  whence  it  is  delivered  through 
pipes  to  the  adjoining  houses  and  cottages.  It  would  be  a great 
advantage  if  this  supply  could  be  utilised  by  the  cottages  in  other 
parts  of  the  parish.  The  supply  at  Little  Birch  is  very  inadequate. 
An  inspection  of  the  parish  is  now  being  made  with  a view  to 
ascertaining  whether  an  improved  supply  can  be  obtained. 

Elsewhere  deep  or  shallow  wells,  provided  with  pumps  or 
windlasses,  and  springs  are  most  generally  in  use.  In  a large 
number  of  instances  water  has  to  be  carried  from  neighbouring 
houses,  or  from  roadside  and  field  springs. 

As  time  permits  detailed  information  is  being  obtained  con- 
cerning the  water  supply  of  each  parish  and  tabulated  as  follows  .

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Older, 
1885,  were  made  during  1905.  Public  notice  was  given  in  1907  of 
the  necessity  for  registration. 

The  number  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  30.  Many  of  them  require  frequent  inspection. 
Nearly  all  the  milk  produced  is  sold  in  Hereford.  From  three 
farms  it  is  sent  away  to  Abergavenny,  Abertillery,  Newport  (Mon.) 
and  Hereford  City.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  arc  five  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  situated  in 
the  parishes  of  Credenhill,  Fownhope,  Lugwardine,  Burghill  and 
Much  Dewchurch. 

The  Credenhill,  Fownhope,  and  Much  Dewchurch  slaughter- 
houses are  of  brick  with  concrete  or  asphalt  floors,  draining  to 
dumb  wells.  There  is  water  on  the  premises  in  each  case.  The 
Lugwardine  slaughter-house  is  a brick  building  with  a brick  floor. 
The  drains  discharge  on  to  land  behind  the  building.  There  is  a 
good  supply  of  water  on  the  premises.  I would  again  urge  that 
Urban  powers  should  be  applied  for  in  order  that  this  class  of 
premises  might  be  registered  and  controlled  by  by-laws. 

No  meat  was  found  during  1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

At  the  Asylum  there  has  been  in  use  for  several  years  the 
Humane  Killer  introduced  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

In  the  Hop-yards  within  a short  distance  of  Hereford  the 
pickers  are  largely  drawn  from  Hereford.  Elsewhere  there  are 
19  Hop-yards  in  which  foreign  pickers  are  employed.  The  quarters 
provided  for  them  were  all  inspected  during  1912.  In  ten  instances 
special  buildings  have  been  provided ; in  the  remainder  stables, 
barns,  &c.,  are  utilised.  The  walls  in  all  of  these  had  been  white- 
washed. The  sanitary  arrangements  are  for  the  most  part  fairly 
good.  An  account  of  an  experiment  which  was  made  in  the  em- 
ployment of  Scouts  at  one  hop-yard  will  be  found  on  page  14. 
An  improvement  might  be  made  in  clearing  away  the  refuse  made 
by  the  pickers  in  and  around  their  quarters.  At  a few  Hop-yards  a 
man  is  employed  whose  sole  duty  it  is  to  see  to  this  and  the  result 
is  very  noticeable.  The  water-supply  is  for  the  most  part  good 
and  adequate.  In  one  instance  it  is  obtained  from  an  open  dip 
well. 

TENTS  AND  VANS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  similar 
structures  for  human  habitation  were  made  by  the  Hereford  Rural 
District  Council  in  1912,  and  came  into  force  on  22nd  May,  1912. 
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A copy  of  the  By-laws  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report, 
together  with  a shortened  form  of  the  By-laws  set  out  in  more 
understandable  terms  than  the  official  phraseology  of  the  actual 
By-laws. 

In  order  to  get  these  By-laws  carried  out  the  procedure  adopted 
is  for  the  Inspector  to  take  a copy  of  the  latter  form  and  read  it 
over  to  the  occupier  of  a tent,  &c.  A record  is  kept  of  those 
persons  who  have  had  the  form.  After  a suitable  period  a re- 
inspection is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  the  By-laws  are  being 
carried  out.  Further  reference  is  made  to  this  subject  in  the 
report  of  the  Inspector  on  p.  77. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  public  Bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Allensmore, 
Fownhope  (2),  Lugwardine,  Much  Birch  (2),  and  Wellington  (2). 
They  are  all  structurally  good.  With  a view  to  securing  greater 
attention  being  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  Bakehouses,  a card 
is  now  placed  in  each  of  this  class  of  building,  on  which  is  printed 
an  extract  from  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  showing 
the  obligation  of  the  occupier  as  regards  limewashing,  &c.  A 
copy  of  this  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report.  It  has 
resulted  in  securing  a much  greater  cleanliness  of  Bakehouses 
than  hitherto. 

BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

The  Blacksmiths’  Shops  have  been  kept  in  much  better  con- 
dition than  formerly.  In  each  of  them  a card  is  now  displayed 
on  which  the  dates  of  the  limewashing  of  the  walls  can  be  entered. 
A copy  of  the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  public  Elementary  Schools 
have  been  much  improved  in  recent  years.  In  the  last  annual 
report  (p.  63)  attention  was  drawn  to  several  schools  where  there 
were  offensive  privies.  The  Managers  of  these  were  communicated 
with  during  1912,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  in  a short 
time  the  privies  will  be  done  away  with  and  earth  closets  sub- 
stituted. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES; 
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The  methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  in  the  district 
are  described  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  Report  for  1907. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

A description  of  the  Hospital  will  be  found  on  p:  95  (et  seq.) 
of  the  Report  for  1904. 

The  Hospital  was  occupied  continuously  from  January  7th 
until  June  28th,  and  from  July  10th  until  December  31st.  The  56 
patients  who  were  treated  included  44  from  Hereford,  eight  from 
Weobley,  three  from  Ledbury  Rural  and  one  from  Ledbury  Urban 
District.  One  patient  died. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  in  September,  1904,  the 
number  of  cases  admitted  has  been  as  follows  : —

There  is  accommodation  for  eight  patients  in  two  wards  of 
equal  size.  The  institution  is  made  use  of  much  more  than  was 
anticipated  when  it  was  established,  the  percentage  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  removed  having  risen  from  eight  in  1905  to  71  and 
70  in  1911  and  1912  respectively.  The  need  for  some  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Hospital  is  thus  apparent.  It  is  more  especially 
required  for  the  purpose  of  isolating  doubtful  cases  on  admission, 
in  order  that  they  may  not  be  placed  with  those  actually  suffering 
from  a definite  disease  until  after  a suitable  period  of  observation. 
It  is  very  desirable,  moreover,  that  convalescent  patients  should 
be  placed  in  what  has  been  termed  a “ pure  ” ward  for  a short 
time  before  discharge,  in  order  to  minimise  the  possibility  of  any 
re-infection  taking  place  on  the  return  of  the  patient  to  his  home. 
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The  typhoid  patient  treated  during  1912  was  a temporary 
nurse  whose  services  had  been  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  Rhondda  Valleys.  She  had  to  be  nursed  in  the 
house. 

Nurse  Brennan  resigned  the  post  of  Matron  from  February 
26th,  1912.  Nurse  Turner  was  appointed  from  that  date,  and 
resigned  at  the  end  of  three  months.  Nurse  Johnson  was  ap- 
pointed Matron  from  May  25th,  and  has  carried  out  her  duties 
in  a very  careful  and  conscientious  manner.  A probationer  nurse 
was  appointed  from  December  16th. 

Since  191 1 correspondence  has  been  carried  on  between  the 
Hereford  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Councils  of  the  Ledbury 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  with  a view  to  some  arrangement  being 
come  to  for  the  use  of  the  Hereford  Hospital  by  the  Ledbury 
Councils.  A conference  between  representatives  of  the  three 
authorities  has  also  been  held.  As  a result  certain  tentative 
suggestions  were  made  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Hereford 
Council.  On  September  28th,  1912,  the  following  report  was 
presented  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  District  Council 

(C  Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  letters  from  the  Ledbury  Rural  and  Urban  Councils  agreeing 
to  fall  in  with  the  suggestions  which  were  previously  made  that 
this  Council  should  provide  extra  hospital  accommodation  at  a cost 
of  about  £1,200,  including  a motor  ambulance,  and  that  these 
two  Councils  should  be  provided  with  five  beds  at  a retaining 
fee  of  £15  per  bed  per  annum  in  addition  to  the  actual  expenses 
incurred  in  and  about  the  maintenance,  attendance,  &c.,  of  the 
patients.  The  Councils  further  stipulate  that  they  pay  a retaining 
fee  of  £10  per  annum  for  medical  officer  and  offer  to  accept  these 
terms  for  seven  years.  Your  Committee  have  seriously  considered 
the  proposals,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  they  ought 
to  recommend  the  Council  to  accede  to  them  (with  the  exception 
of  that  relating  to  retaining  fee  for  medical  officer,  which  should 
remain  an  open  question  pending  the  appointment  of  a medical 
officer  to  the  institution)  provided  the  Ledbury  Councils 
are  willing  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  a term  of  21  years,  your 
Committee  being  of  opinion  that  they  should  not  recommend 
the  Council  to  face  an  expenditure  of  this  kind  without  being 
assured  that  the  term  will  be  of  sufficient  length  to  enable  the 
Council  to  be  recouped  for  the  outlay.” 

Consideration  of  the  report  was  adjourned  until  the  26th 
October,  when  it  was  again  adjourned  until  the  report  had  been 
issued  of  a Committee  of  the  County  Council,  who  had  been 
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deputed  to  hold  an  inquiry  into  the  question  of  isolation  hospital 
accommodation  in  certain  parts  of  the  county.  That  inquiry 
was  held  on  December  9th,  1912,  but  no  report  has  yet  (26th  March, 
I9I3)  been  issued. 

PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  were  adopted  by  the 
District  Council  in  June,  1891,  but  the  Council  does  not  possess 
any  of  the  Urban  powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  Council  has  not  made  any  by-laws  with  respect  to 
private  scavenging,  houses  let  in  lodgings,  mortuaries  or 
cemeteries. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  F.  Fowles,  who  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  in 
the  year  1875,  was  appointed  Assistant  Inspector  on  September 
30th,  1911,  at  a salary  of  £50  per  annum. 

On  October  14th,  1911,  Mr.  Harold  Long  was  elected  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  at  a salary  of  £100  per  annum  rising  by  annual  incre- 
ments of  £5  to  £120.  He  pays  out  of  his  salary  all  incidental  and 
tra\  elling  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  a motor-bicycle,  except 
stamps  and  stationery. 

He  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  One- 
half  of  his  salary  is  obtained  from  the  Exchequer  grants  to  the 
County  Council.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

I have  investigated  and  reported  upon  the  86  cases  notified, 
and  also  10  suspicious  cases.  Three  of  the  latter,  after  being 
seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  proved  to  be  actually 
suffering — one  from  Small-pox  and  two  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  patients  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  the 
year  number  44,  and  I have  personally  assisted  in  the  removal  of 
nearly  all  these  cases. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  in  55  houses,  9 schools,  and 
60  lots  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c.  On  several  occasions  I have 
made  use  of  the  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Hereford  Workhouse, 
in  accordance  with  the  arrangement  made  between  the  Board  of 
Guardians  and  the  District  Council  and  I need  hardly  say  how 
much  the  use  of  this  apparatus  facilitates  the  work  of  efficient 
disinfecting. 

HOUSING  REGULATIONS. 

I have  inspected  184  houses  during  the  year,  and  this  being 
the  first  complete  year  in  which  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c., 
Act,  1909,  has  been  in  operation  within  the  district,  I have 
endeavoured  as  far  as  possible  to  deal  with  those  houses  which 
most  needed  attention.  It  is  important  to  note  that  although 
184  houses  have  been  dealt  with,  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
542  inspections  and  re-inspections.  This  has  been  caused  chiefly 
by  the  owners  of  the  property  in  some  cases  doing  only  part  of 
the  work  specified,  and  such  methods  have  made  it  incumbent 
upon  me  to  travel  long  distances  over  and  over  again,  instead  of 
finding  that  all  the  work  had  been  completed  at  the  time  of  the 
first  or  second  visit. 

Eleven  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  nine 
being  cottages  and  two  large  residences. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  &c. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  cleansed 
from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations  made  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Orders. 

During  the  year  six  applications  for  registration  have  been 
received. 

In  some  cases  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  and  others  re- 
constructed. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Dairymen  and  Cow- 
keepers  within  the  District  appear  to  be  very  anxious  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  and  I find  it  is  only 
necessary  to  suggest  any  alteration  to  have  it  carried  out 
immediately. 

FRUIT  AND  HOP-PICKERS’  QUARTERS. 

The  buildings,  &c.,  used  for  the  accommodation  of  Fruit  and 
Hop-pickers  were  inspected  during  their  respective  seasons,  and 
for  the  most  part  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition.  A few 
alterations  were  in  some  cases  needed,  and  here  again  the 
employers  of  the  pickers  did  everything  possible  to  comply  with 
the  By-laws  in  force  within  the  District  when  their  attention 
was  called  to  any  matter  requiring  amendment. 

WORKSHOPS,  BAKEHOUSES,  AND  SLAUGHTER- 
HOUSES. 

I have  visited  the  Workshops,  Bakehouses,  and  Slaughter- 
houses during  the  year,  and  have  called  upon  the  occupiers  to 
cleanse  the  premises  where  not  already  done. 

DWELLERS  IN  TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  &c. 

In  accordance  with  By-laws  adopted  during  the  month  of 
June,  I have  endeavoured  to  get  the  requirements  of  such  com- 
plied with,  and  although  only  17  notices  have  been  served,  my 
efforts  have  been  attended  with  good  results.  Ten  of  those  upon 
whom  notices  were  served  promptly  complied,  while  the  remaining 
seven  left  the  district,  and  so  far  as  is  known  have  not  returned. 
I hope  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  this  class  of  people  (gipsies  for 
the  most  part)  in  future,  for  I am  now  convinced  that  e\  en  those 
individuals  who  are  usually  looked  upon  as  law-breakers  in  more 
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ways  than  one,  can  be  made  to  realise  the  value  of  living  as  far  as 
possible  under  sanitary  conditions,  and  on  the  other  hand  this 
procedure  tends  to  rid  the  district  of  those  undesirables,  who 
refuse  to  be  prevailed  upon  to  live  in  decent  and  healthy  sur- 
roundings. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  Houses 
and  Premises  inspected  during  the  year  for  their  assistance,  and 
also  to  Superintendent  Thomas,  of  the  County  Police,  for  his 
co-operation  in  the  serving  of  notices  under  the  By-laws  relating 
to  Dwellers  in  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  &c.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Ledbury  Rural  District  at  the  census 
of  1911  was  9,059,  a decrease  of  nine  from  that  recorded  in  1901. 
The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  1912,  and  upon  which 
the  figures  in  this  report  are  based,  is  9,058. 

BIRTHS. 

No.  194.  Rate  per  1,000,  21.4. 

There  were  191  births  registered  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District 
during  1912.  The  births  of  three  boys  were  transferred  to  the 
district  by  the  Registrar-General.  Wfith  this  adjustment  the 
total  number  of  births  was  194  (99  boys  and  95  girls)  giving  a birth- 
rate of  21.4  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  3.1  per  1,000  above  that  of 
1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural  England  during  1912  was  22.6 
per  1,000. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Ledbury  Rural 
District  eleven  illegitimate  births,  and  the  Registrar-General 
transferred  one  illegitimate  birth  to  the  district. 

At  the  census  of  1901  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District 
the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  per  1,000  of  unmarried 
women  and  widows  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years 
was  11 .6,  compared  with  12.5  Per  1,000  in  the  six  combined 
Rural  Districts. 


DEATHS. 

No.  102.  Rate  per  1,000,  12.2. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District 
during  1912  was  87.  Fifteen  Ledbury  residents  died  outside 
the  district.  After  making  the  necessary  adjustments,  the  number 
of  deaths  among  residents  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District  was 
102  (50  males  and  52  females),  equal  to  a death-rate  per  1,000 
of  12.2.  This  rate  is  2.2  per  1,000  below  that  of  1911.  The 
death-rate  corrected  for  sex  and  age  was  11.5  per  1,000.  The 
corrected  death-rate  in  Rural  England  in  1912  was  12. 1 per  1,000. 

In  the  parishes  of  Dormiugton  and  Eggleton  with  an  aggre- 
gate population  of  225,  no  deaths  occurred  in  1912.

Of  the  87  deaths  registered  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District 
in  1912  there  were  82  (94.2  per  cent.)  certified  by  registered 
medical  practitioners,  three  (3.4  per  cent.)  by  the  Coroner,  and  two 
(2.4  per  cent.)  were  uncertified. 

The  cause  of  death  entered  by  the  Registrars  in  the  case  of 
the  uncertified  deaths  was  syncope  and  probably  heart  failure:

The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the 
number  of  children  who  have  died  under  one  year  old  within  a 
certain  period  in  proportion  to  1,000  births  during  the  same  period. 
In  the  Ledbury  Rural  District  during  1912  there  were  194 
births  and  16  children  died  under  12  months  old.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  thus  equal  to  82  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  Deaths.— There  was  one  death  in  the  Ledbury 
Rural  District  during  1912  among  illegitimate  children  under 
12  months  old,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  83  per  1,000 
illegitimate  births  compared  with  65  per  1,000  in  the  case  of 
legitimate  births  and  deaths.

There  is  no  overcrowding  of  houses  on  area  and  very  little 
overcrowding  of  persons  in  houses.  A fair  proportion  of  the  houses 
have  been  built  some  years  and,  in  consequence,  require  to  be 
frequently  repaired  if  they  are  to  be  kept  in  a habitable  condition. 
Thatched  roofs  are  giving  place  to  those  of  tiles  or  slates  and  brick 
walls  are  superseding  those  of  half-timber.  There  are  a good 
many  cottages  in  every  way  suitable  for  the  needs  of  the  working 
classes,  and  many  others  which  can  be  made  suitable  at  a very 
small  expenditure.  In  two  parishes  (Bosbury  and  Donnington) 
the  whole  of  the  cottages  have  been  overhauled  by  the  owners 
and  very  considerable  improvements  carried  out. 

From  a return  furnished  by  the  Parish  Councils  in  1912  there 
is  said  to  be  a want  of  houses  in  the  following  parishes:  Bosbury, 
Colwall,  Pixley,  Tarrington,  Woolhope,  Yarkhill.

There  was  some  correspondence  during  1912  between  the 
District  Council  and  the  Local  Government  Board  with  respect 
to  the  provision  of  cottages  by  the  Council,  and  the  Vice-chairman 
of  the  Council  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  had  an  interview 
with  Officials  of  the  Board  on  the  subject.  The  Colwall  Parochial 
Committee  have  proposed  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  six  semi- 
detached cottages,  and  land  has  been  purchased  for  the  purpose 
in  Mill  Lane.  I consider  it  is  very  desirable  that  more  cottages 
should  be  provided  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 

During  1912  there  have  been  erected  ten  new  houses.  During 
the  years  1901  to  1912  inclusive,  176  new  houses  have  been  erected. 

At  the  census  of  1901  there  were  2,001  inhabited  houses, 
and  at  the  census  of  1911,  there  were  2,081:  At  the  latter  date 
there  were  2,121  families  or  separate  occupiers. 

Building  by-laws  are  in  force  in  the  parish  of  Colwall,  but  not 
elsewhere  in  the  Rural  District. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE: 

There  is  combined  drainage  in  the  parishes  of  Colwall,  Eastnor 
and  Bosbury,  and  to  a limited  extent  in  Tarrington.  Elsewhere, 
the  drainage  from  residential  houses  discharges  on  to  adjoining 
land  or  into  watercourses.  In  a few  instances  filtration  (contact) 
beds  have  been  formed.  Slop  drains  from  cottages  drain  into 
roadside  ditches,  a practice  which  should  be  discontinued.  Farm 
houses  and  cottages  are  provided  as  a rule  with  privy  middens, 
though  earth  closets  are  being  increasingly  adopted.  Very  few 
pail  closets  are  in  use. 

Occupiers  are  constantly  being  urged  to  use  earth  in  closets 
and  a card  in  the  following  terms  is  placed  by  the  Inspector  inside 
many  closets  : — 

Herefordshire  Sanitary  Districts. 


The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping 
a Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious 
to  health. 

A CLOSET  CAN  BE  KEPT  PERFECTLY  SWEET  IF  A 
SPADEFUL  OF  EARTH  IS  PLACED  IN  IT  EVERY  DAY, 
OR  IF  EVERY  PERSON  WHO  USES  IT  PUTS  ENOUGH 
EARTH  TO  KEEP  THE  SURFACE  DRY.

HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  removal  of  household 
refuse. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I have  not  been  able  to  find  a definite  resolution  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority  relating  to  a “ reasonable  distance  ” within 
which  there  should  be  a water  supply  to  houses,  but  there  appears 
to  be  a tradition  that  it  should  be  500  yards  in  the  case  of  old  and 
200  yards  in  the  case  of  new  houses. 

There  are  combined  supplies  in  the  parishes  of  Colwall,  Eastnor 
and  Tarrington.  The  Colwall  supply  (Mr.  Ballard’s)  is  to  about 
70  houses  in  Mid-Colwall,  from  a spring  on  the  hillside,  whence 
the  water  is  piped  to  a few  houses.  The  Malvern  supply  is  now 
available  for  the  parish  of  Colwall.  In  the  villages  of  Eastnor 
and  Tarrington  parctically  every  house  is  supplied  with  water 
brought  in  pipes  from  hillside  springs.  Elsewhere,  deep  and 
shallow  wells  and  dip  wells  on  the  roadside  or  in  fields  are  the 
available  sources  of  supply.  The  walls  of  the  wells  are  dry-steyned, 
and  the  lining  is  rarely  carried  above  the  level  of  the  surrounding 
ground.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  for  pollution  to  take  place. 

The  text  of  Sec.  26  of  the  Malvern  Water  Act,  1905,  which 
provides  for  the  supply  of  Colwall  from  the  Malvern  mains  will 
be  found  in  the  Report  for  1907  (page  101). 

As  time  permits  detailed  information  is  being  obtained  con- 
cerning the  water  supply  of  each  parish,  and  is  tabulated  as 
follows  : —

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

A leaflet,  containing  the  provisions  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  has  been  printed  for  distribution  by 
the  Ledbury  Rural  District  Council.  Regulations  have  been 
made  under  the  Order.  Public  notice  was  given  during  1906  of 
the  necessity  for  registration.  Milk  is  sent  from  the  district  to 
the  town  of  Ledbury,  London,  Malvern  and  Worcester. 

The  number  of  dairies  and  milkshops  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1912  was  22.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  4 slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  situated  in  the 
parishes  of  Bosbury,  Colwall  (2),  and  Tarrington.  They  are  all 
kept  in  a fairly  good  condition.  At  one  slaughter-house  a humane 
killer  is  used. 

After  an  Inquiry  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  the  Board  made  an  Order  investing  the  Rural  District  with 
urban  powers  with  respect  to  the  registration  and  control  of 
public  slaughter-houses,  and  sanctioning  the  adoption  by  the 
District  Council  of  sections  29,  30  and  31  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1890. 

No  meat  was  found  during  1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Colwall  (2), 
Bosbury,  Pixley,  Eastnor,  Ashperton,  Mathon,  Castle  Frome  and 
Woolhope  (2).  They  are  all  now  kept  tolerably  clean. 

With  a view  to  securing  greater  attention  being  paid  to  the 
cleanliness  of  bakehouses,  a card  is  now  placed  in  each  bakehouse, 
on  which  is  printed  an  extract  from  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act,  1901,  showing  the  obligation  of  the  occupier  as  regards  lime- 
washing, &c.  A copy  of  the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  It  has  already  borne  good  results. 

BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

In  each  blacksmith  s shop  a card  is  now  displayed  on  which 
the  dates  of  limewashing  of  the  walls  can  be  entered.  A copy  of 
the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report; 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Ledbury  Rural 
District,  and  no  by-laws  have  been  made  in  respect  of  this  class 
of  house. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES; 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

SCHOOLS. 

Most  of  the  schools  are  well  provided  with  water;  A noticeable 
exception  is  in  the  case  of  the  schools  at  Castle  Frome.  There  is 
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no  water  on  the  premises,  and  a supply  has  to  be  carried  some 
distance.  The  schools  at  Coddington  and  Wellington  Heath  are 
not  very  well  supplied  with  water. 

At  the  Colwall,  Eastnor  and  Mathon  schools  there  are  water- 
closets.  At  all  the  others  there  are  earth-closets. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

The  question  of  adopting  by-laws  for  securing  the  decent 
lodging  and  accommodation  of  hop-pickers,  &c.,  has  been  con- 
sidered on  various  occasions  by  the  Council  (see  p.  88  et  seq.  of  the 
Report  for  1908). 

Special  buildings  are  provided  in  a large  number  of  instances. 
In  other  cases  barns,  outbuilding,  &c.  are  used. 

Much  greater  attention  is  paid  than  formerly  to  the  cleanliness 
of  the  hop-pickers’  quarters.  The  provision  of  latrines  and  other 
sanitary  arrangements  is  in  many  cases  quite  inadequate.  Many 
of  the  Growers  say  that  the  pickers  will  not  use  proper  places 
if  they  are  provided. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  methods  of  dealing  with  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are 
described  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  Report  for  1907. 

There  is  no  isolation  hospital  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District. 
Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  sent  to  the  Hereford  Rural 
Hospital  and  two  went  to  the  Malvern  Urban  Hospital.  The  cost 
to  the  district  of  the  cases  sent  to  Hereford  was  £41,  and  of  those 
sent  to  Malvern  £45. 

The  question  of  arranging  with  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
Council  to  take  cases  of  infectious  disease  from  the  Ledbury 
districts  into  the  Hereford  Rural  Hospital  has  been  discussed 
between  the  Ledbury  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  and  the  Hereford 
Rural  Council.  The  suggestions  made  were  that  about  £1,200 
should  be  spent  in  enlarging  the  Hereford  Hospital  and  in  providing 
a motor  ambulance  and  that  five  beds  should  be  allocated  to  the 
Ledbury  urban  and  Rural  Districts  on  payment  of  a retaining 
fee  of  £75  per  annum  (£15  per  bed).  1 he  cost  of  medical  attendance 
and  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  and  nursing  patients  sent  in 
to  be  paid  by  the  Ledbury  Councils.  The  whole  matter  is  in 
abeyance  pending  the  result  of  an  inquiry  held  by  the  County 
Council  in  December,  1912,  as  to  the  provision  of  Isolation  Hospital 
accommodation  in  the  county. 
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PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  was  adopted 
on  March  2nd,  1897,  taking  effect  from  June  6th,  1897.  The 
Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  has  not  been  adopted. 

*Urban  Powers. — The  District  Council  possess  urban  powers 
enabling  them  to  make  by-laws  with  respect  to  new  buildings 
erected  in  the  parish  of  Colwall. 

The  Colwall  Parish  Council  has  each  year  since  1896  been 
appointed  a committee  in  accordince  with  Sec.  56  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1894,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  Public 
Health  Act  in  the  parish  of  Colwall. 

By-laws.— By-laws  with  respect  to  new  buildings  erected 
in  the  parish  of  Colwall  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  on  June  21st,  1898. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the 
cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  ashpits,  and  cesspools  in  the 
parish  of  Colwall  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
on  January  2nd,  1904  (see  p.  114  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1903). 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  T.  Cawsey,  who  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  was  appointed  for  one  year  in  1896,  and  was 
re-appointed  for  a term  of  three  years  from  October  21st,  1908. 
He  receives  a salary  of  £115  per  annum,  one-half  of  which  is  re-paid 
from  the  county  funds.  He  pays  his  own  travelling  and  incidental 
expenses,  except  stamps  and  stationery.  He  rides  a bicycle.  The 
only  other  office  held  by  him  is  that  of  Building  Inspector  for  the 
parish  of  Colwall,  for  which  he  is  paid  an  annual  salary  of  £10.

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In  submitting  my  report  for  the  past  year,  I beg  to  state  that 
all  complaints  received  were  investigated  by  me  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  to  remove  the  cause. 

In  my  periodical  inspections  I have  found  bakehouses,  slaughter- 
houses, workshops,  factories  and  cowsheds  clean  and  periodically 
white-limed.  Fruit  and  hop-pickers’  shelters  and  accommodations 
have  received  my  attention  during  their  seasons.  I have  found 
these  places  provided  with  clean  straw  and  whitelimed. 

The  surroundings  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year  were  investigated  by  me  and  full  particulars 
of  each  case  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Five 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals,  three  to 
Hereford  Rural  Isolation  Hospital  and  two  to  Malvern  U.D.C. 
Isolation  Hospital ; these  cases  were  removed  under  my  supervision 
by  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I have  visited  all 
houses  where  cases  of  Phthisis  have  been  notified,  and  have  taken 
records  of  these  houses  and  premises  and  forwarded  same  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

Under  this  Act  during  the  past  year  I have  made  408  inspections, 
records  of  which  I have  forwarded  from  time  to  time  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  has  reported  to  you,  particulars  of  which 
will  appear  in  his  Annual  Report.  According  to  my  Journal  274 
notices  have  been  complied  with,  the  work  having  been  completed 
as  specified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  notice  to  owners. 
42  are  partly  done  up  to  the  time  this  report  appears.  During  the 
year  I have  sent  records  of  26  houses  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  which  I stated  (in  my  opinion)  were  not  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

I have  made  during  the  year  948  re-inspections  which  is 
necessary  to  see  that  the  notices  issued  by  you  through  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  are  complied  with. 

I may  state  that  this  Act  has  greatly  increased  my  duties  as 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  this  being  (practically  speaking)  the 
first  whole  year  that  the  Act  has  been  in  force  for  this  district; 
Records  take  a large  amount  of  time  in  making  up.  I stated  in 
my  last  Annual  Report  that  I hoped  to  inform  you  that  a great 
improvement  would  be  reported  by  me  this  year.  I am  pleased  to 
inform  you  such  is  the  case. 
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I generally  meet  owners  of  property  at  the  houses  of  which 
they  have  received  notice  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
After  explaining  to  them  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  they  readily 
carry  out  the  necessary  work.  Of  course,  there  are  a few  that 
would  evade  the  Act,  but  they  are  soon  brought  into  line.  Speaking 
generally,  the  Act  is  working  very  smoothly  and  satisfactorily 
in  this  district  ; at  least,  I have  no  cause  for  complaint.  I have 
to  thank  the  owners  in  so  readdv  complying  by  doing  the  necessary 
repairs  to  houses.  Many  owners  let  the  repairs  to  builders  on  the 
understanding  that  the  work  will  not  be  paid  for  until  inspected 
by  me  and  a note  from  me  stating  that  the  work  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily  and  notices  complied  with.  This  is,  I think,  a very 
good  system  for  owners  and  your  Council,  because  if  the  work  is 
not  carried  out  satisfactorily  the  blame  lies  on  the  Inspector.  The 
majoiity  of  houses  reported  under  this  Act  required  general  repairs, 
such  as  roofs,  floors,  walls  repaired,  interior  walls  and  ceilings  white- 
limed  ; eaves  gutters  required,  and  windows  made  to  open. 
During  the  year  io  new  houses  have  been  erected — 6 in  the  parish 
of  Colwall,  3 Bungalows  at  Wellington  Heath  and  one  Club  Room 
in  Eastnor  Parish. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  Surveyor  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  I have  served 
44  notices  on  owners  of  property  situated  at  the  Wyche  in  the 
parish  of  Colwall,  under  Sec.  62  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  viz., 
to  provide  a proper  water  supply  to  each  house  of  which  they 
claimed  to  be  the  owners.  I have  had  great  trouble  with  these 
owners  and  have  tried  in  every  way  to  get  them  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  work.  They  did  not  comply  with  the  notices,  therefore 
you  authorised  me  to  carry  out  this  Section  of  the  Act  ; 21  houses 
have  been  connected  with  the  Malvern  Urban  Dictrict  Council’s 
Water  Main  ; the  other  connections  are  now  in  hand. 

There  has  been  a great  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  these  houses  and  premises  since  the  water 
supply  has  been  laid  on. 

Now  that  the  houses  and  premises  situated  at  Jubilee  Drive, 
Colwall,  have  a water  service  laid  on,  I hope  the  extension  of  sewer 
of  which  I submitted  plans  and  specifications  to  the  Colwall 
Parochial  Committee  on  April  8th,  1911,  will  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  was  held  in  abeyance  owing  to  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  water  supply,  but  now  it  is  different.  Will  the  Colwall 
Parish  Council  kindly  take  note  ? 
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In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 
and  also  the  Colwall  Parochial  Committee  in  supporting  me  in 
my  endeavours  to  carry  out  the  Public  Health  Acts.

With  this 
adjustment  the  total  number  of  births  was  167  (97  boys  and  7° 
girls)  giving  a birth-rate  of  21 -o  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  3.6  per 
1,000  above  that  in  1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural  England  during 
1912  was  22.6  per  1,000. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Leominster  Rural 
District  eleven  illegitimate  births,  and  the  Registrar-General 
transferred  three  others.  The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births 
to  the  unmarried  women  and  widows  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
45  years  was  15.4  compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  in  the  six  Com- 
bined Districts. 

DEATHS. 

No.  132.  Rate  per  1,000,  16.6. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Leominster  Rural 
District  during  1912  was  no.  22  Leominster  residents  died  outside 
the  district.  After  making  the  necessary  adjustments  the  number 
of  deaths  among  residents  in  the  Leominster  Rural  District  was 
132  (68  males  and  64  females),  equal  to  a death-rate  per  1,000  of 
16.6.  This  rate  is  2.8  per  1,000  above  that  in  1911.  The  death- 
rate  corrected  for  sex  and  age  was  14.2  per  1,000.  I he  corrected 
death-rate  in  Rural  England  in  1912  was  12. 1 per  1,000. 

Among  the  inhabitants  of  Croft,  Ford,  Hampton  Wafer,  New- 
hampton  and  Newton  with  a total  population  of  143.  no  deaths 
occurred  during  1912. 
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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. 

5.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Of  the  no  deaths  registered  in  the  Leominster  Rural  District 
in  1912,  there  were  98  (89.4  per  cent.)  certified  by  registered 
medical  practitioners,  6 (5.3.  per  cent.)  by  the  Coroner,  and  6 
(5.3  per  cent.)  were  uncertified. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths  registered  in  the  Leominster 
Tenbury  and  Ludlow  Sub-districts. 

The  cause  of  death  entered  by  the  Registrars  in  the  case  of 
the  uncertified  deaths  was— Heart  disease,  Premature  Birth,  Old 
Age,  Fatty  Heart  and  Bronchitis  (2).

The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the 
number  of  children  who  have  died  under  one  year  old  within  a 
certain  period  in  proportion  to  1,000  births  during  the  same  period. 
In  the  Leominster  Rural  District  during  1912  there  were  167 
births,  and  15  children  died  under  12  months  old.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  thus  equal  to  89  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  Deaths. — There  were  three  deaths  in  the 
Leominster  Rural  District  during  1912  among  illegitimate  children 
under  12  months  old,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  250  per

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area  and  very 
little  crowding  of  persons  in  houses.  Those  of  the  latter  that 
occur  are  dealt  with  by  the  District  Council. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  cottages  are  old  and  require  frequent 
repair  if  they  are  to  be  kept  habitable.  Dampness  is  caused  by 
lack  of,  or  defective  eaves  gutters,  by  absence  of  damp  courses, 
and,  in  a few  cases,  by  portions  of  the  houses  being  built  against 
earth.  Thatched  roofs  are  giving  place  to  those  of  tiles  or  slates. 
Only  rarely  are  stone  roofs  to  be  found.  In  many  parishes  there 
is  a want  of  cottages,  few  being  unoccupied.  There  are,  however, 
a good  number  of  well-built  dwellings  quite  suitable  for  the  labouring 
classes. 

During  1912  there  were  erected  10  new  houses,  and  during  the 
years  1901  to  1912  inclusive,  51  new  houses  were  erected. 

At  the  census  of  1901  there  were  1,872  inhabited  houses  and 
at  the  1911  census  1,898.  At  the  latter  period  there  were  1,928 
families  or  separate  occupiers. 

There  are  no  building  by-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  residential  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water 
closets,  and  the  drainage  discharges  into  cesspools  or  on  to  land 
or  directly  into  a watercourse.  Nearly  all  other  houses  and  cottages 
have  privy  closets  ; except  on  the  Hampton  Court  estate,  there 
are  only  a very  few  pail  or  earth  closets.  In  view  of  the  large 
number  of  shallow  wells  in  some  portions  of  the  district,  especially 
in  Kingsland,  the  substitution  of  some  form  of  earth  closet  for 
the  privies  is  very  desirable. 

Occupiers  of  houses  are  realising  more  and  more  the  advantage 
of  using  earth  in  closets.  The  following  notice  is  placed  by  the 
Inspector  in  many  closets  in  the  district  : —

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I have  not  been  able  to  find  any  resolution  defining  a 
“ reasonable  distance  ” within  which  there  should  be  a supply  of 
water  to  houses. 

Taking  the  district  as  a whole  the  supply  is  obtained  from 
shallow  wells  on  the  premises  of  the  inhabitants.  Exceptions 
are  in  the  parish  of  Hope,  where  pipes  have  been  laid  from  a 
hillside  spring  to  the  schools,  and  to  three  stand  pipes  accessible 
by  the- villagers,  and  in  the  Ashton  part  of  Eye  parish,  where  two 
stand-pipes  supply  14  cottages  with  water  brought  in  pipes  from 
a spring  on  the  hillside.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Leominster  Rural  District 
Council  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  will  be 
found  on  p.  108  (et  seq .)  of  the  Report  for  1908. 

There  are  eight  dairies  on  the  Register.  From  three  dairies 
milk  is  sent  to  the  town  of  Leominster,  from  one  to  Tenbury,  and 
from  one  to  Worcester. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  four  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  situated  in  the 
parishes  of  Brimfield,  Ivingsland,  Orleton  and  Richard’s  Castle. 
Some  of  them  require  very  frequent  inspections. 

I would  suggest  that  Urban  powers  should  be  applied  for  to 
enable  a Register  to  be  kept  of  this  class  of  premises  and  so  that 
they  could  be  regulated  by  by-laws. 

No  meat  was  found  during  1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

KNACKER’S  YARD. 

A Knacker’s  yard  was  established  during  1909  in  the  parish 
of  Kingsland.  It  is  well  constructed. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Leominster  Rural 
District. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

The  by-laws  for  securing  the  decent  lodging  and  accommoda- 
tion of  persons  engaged  in  hop-picking  or  in  the  picking  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  in  force  in  this  district  will  be  found  on  p.  114  (et 
seq.)  of  the  Report  for  1908. 
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In  some  instances  special  buildings  have  been  provided  for 
the  accommodation  of  pickers,  but  at  most  of  the  farms  outbuildings 
are  used.  There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  cleanliness 
of  the  quarters  of  late  years.  The  sanitary  arrangements  provided 
are  capable  of  being  improved. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Bodenham,  Brimfield, 
Ivingsland,  Middleton,  Orleton,  Puddlestone  and  Yarpole. 

With  a view  to  securing  the  greater  cleanliness  of  bakehouses, 
a card  is  now  placed  in  them  giving  an  extract  from  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  and  pointing  out  the  obligation  of  the 
occupier  as  regards  limewashing.  A copy  of  the  card  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

In  each  Blacksmith’s  shop  a card  is  now  displayed  on  which 
the  dates  of  limewashing  of  the  walls  can  be  entered.  A copy  of 
the  card  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

SCHOOLS. 

At  some  of  the  schools  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  ex- 
cellent. At  the  Kingsland  Schools,  for  example,  a very  offensive 
privy  has  been  converted  to  an  excellent  earth  closet  without  any 
structural  alteration,  but  merely  by  the  Headmaster  seeing  that 
a sufficiency  of  dry  earth  is  used. 

Well-designed  and  well-constructed  earth-closets  have  been 
erected  in  connection  with  the  Orleton  Schools.  They  might  well 
be  taken  as  a model  for  other  schools. 

The  objectionable  privies  at  Brimfield  schools  have  been 
converted  into  pail  closets.  The  privies  at  the  Eyton  schools, 
concerning  which  I have  reported  adversely  in  previous  reports  are 
now  cleaned  out  regularly  each  week. 

PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  have  not  been  adopted 
by  the  District  Council,  nor  does  the  Council  possess  any  of  the 
Urban  powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

There  are  no  by-laws  in  force  with  respect  to  private 
scavenging,  common  lodging-houses,  houses  let  in  lodgings,  tents 
and  vans,  mortuaries  and  cemeteries. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  and  Regulations  under 
the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  arc  in  force  in  the 
district. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  methods  adopted  for  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  are 
described  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  Report  for  1907. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Cave,  who  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  was  appointed  in  March,  1906,  for  one  year, 
and  has  been  re-appointed  annually.  He  receives  a salary  of  £100 
per  annum,  and  pays  his  own  travelling  and  incidental  expenses, 
except  stamps  and  stationery.  He  acts  also  as  Inspector  under 
the  Petroleum  Act,  1871.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER. 

The  Rural  District  of  Weobley  is  situated  in  the  north-eastern  portion 
of  the  county,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Wigmore  Rural  District, 
on  the  east  by  the  Leominster  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  and  the  Hereford 
Rural  Districts,  on  the  south  by  the  Dore  Rural  District,  and  on  the  north- 
west by  the  Kington  Rural  District.  The  district  is  a hilly  one,  many  peaks 
rising  abruptly.  The  Weobley  Workhouse  is  291  ft.  above  sea-level,  and 
Canon  Bridge  is  191  ft.,  while  Merry  Hill  in  the  south-east  is  600  ft.,  Mansell 
Hill  in  the  south  763  ft.,  and  Wormsley  Hill  881  ft. 

Streams  from  the  hills  empty  into  the  rivers  Arrow  in  the  north  and 
Wye  in  the  south.  Both  these  rivers  flow  across  the  district  from  west  to 
east. 

Geologically  the  district  is  Old  Red  Sandstone. 

In  the  parishes  of  Bridge  Sollers,  Eardisland  and  Letton  are  alluvial 
deposit,  and  limestone  crops  up  in  the  parish  of  Mansell  Gamage. 

Over  nearly  the  whole  district  there  is  a clay  subsoil  with  sandstone 
in  the  parishes  of  Brobury,  Moccas,  Preston-ou-Wye  and  Staunton-on-Wye. 

There  are  26  parishes  within  the  district,  which  is  co-terminous  with 
the  Weobley  Registration  District  and  with  the  Weobley  Poor-law  Union. 
The  whole  district  is  in  the  county  of  Hereford.  The  parish  of  Weobley 
contains  the  town  of  Weobley,  where  there  are  about  100  houses  more 
oi  less  compactly  gathered  together.  There  are  collections  of  houses  into 
villages  at  Almeley,  Canon  Pyon,  Dilwyn,  Eardisland,  Staunton-on-Wye, 
Kinnersley,  King’s  Pyon  and  Preston-on- Wye. 

There  are  45  miles  of  county  main  roads  and  130  miles  of  district  roads 
in  the  Weobley  district. 


INDUSTRIES. 

The  industries  are  altogether  of  an  agricultural  character,  hops  and 
fruit  are  extensively  grown,  and  there  is  breeding  of  Herefordshire  cattle. 
A quarry  was  worked  in  1902  in  the  parish  of  Sarnesfield  ; and  in  the  parishes 
of  Mansell  Lacy,  Mansell  Gamage,  Byford,  Brobury,  Staunton-on-Wye, 
Norton  Canon,  and  Moccas  a great  deal  of  timber  has  been  felled  during  the 
past  few  years.  There  are  corn  mills  in  Weobley  parish,  and  two  cider  works 
in  Canon  Pyon.  Sawmills  and  turnery  are  established  in  Almeley.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Weobley  Rural  District  at  the  census 
of  1911  was  6,699.  During  the  ten  years  1901-1911  there  was 
an  average  yearly  decrease  in  the  population  of  25  persons  over 
the  whole  district.  The  estimated  population  in  the  middle  of 
1912  is  6,670,  the  number  upon  which  the  figures  in  this  report 
is  based. 


BIRTHS. 

No.  155.  Birth-rate  per  i,ooo,  23.2. 

There  were  155  births  registered  in  the  Weobley  Rural  District 
during  1912,  of  which  77  were  boys  and  78  were  girls,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  per  1,000  of  23.2.  This  rate  is  3.8  per  1,000  above 
that  recorded  in  1911.  The  birth-rate  in  Rural  England  during 
1912  was  22.6  per  1,000. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

During  1912  there  were  registered  in  the  Weobley  Rural 
District  9 illegitimate  births.  The  proportion  of  illegitimate 
births  per  1,000  of  unmarried  women  and  widows  between  the 
ages  of  15  and  45  years  was  n .1,  compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  in 
the  six  Combined  Rural  Districts. 

DEATHS. 

No.  92.  Rate  per  1,000,  13.9. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Weobley  Rural  District 
during  1912  was  83.  Ten  Weobley  residents  died  outside  the 
district,  and  one  non-resident  died  in  Weobley.  After  making 
the  necessary  adjustments,  the  number  of  deaths  among  residents 
in  the  Weobley  Rural  District  was  92  (56  males  and  36  females) 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  13.9  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  0.1  per  1,000 
above  that  of  1911.  The  death-rate  corrected  for  age  and  sex 
was  1 1. 9 per  1,000,  compared  with  a corrected  death-rate  of 
12. 1 per  1,000  in  Rural  England  and  Wales. 

In  the  parish  of  Stretford  with  a population  of  33,  no  death 
occurred  in  1912. 
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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. 

2.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Of  the  83  deaths  registered  in  the  Weobley  Rural  District 
in  1912  there  were  76  (91.5  per  cent.)  certified  by  registered 
medical  practitioners,  five  (6  per  cent.)  by  the  Coroner,  and  two 
(2.5  per  cent.)  were  uncertified. 

The  cause  of  death  entered  by  Registrars  in  the  case  of  the 
uncertified  deaths  was  apoplexy  and  probably  heart  failure.

The  amount  of  infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the 
number  of  children  who  have  died  under  one  year  old  within  a 
certain  period  in  proportion  to  1,000  births  during  the  same 
period.  In  the  Weobley  Rural  District  during  1912  there  were 
born  155  children,  and  nine  children  died  under  12  months  old. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  was  thus  equal  to  58  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  Deaths. — There  was  one  death  in  the  Weobley 
Rural  District  during  1912  among  illegitimate  children  under 
12  months  old,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  m per 
1. 000  illegitimate  births,  compared  with  55  Per  I.°00  i*1  the  case 
of  legitimate  births  and  deaths.

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  John  Pember,  was  designated 
the  officer  to  make  inspections  of  houses  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  reports  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee,  who  reported  to  the  Council. 
In  the  first  instance,  a communication  in  the  form  given  on  page  15* 
was  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  in  question. 

In  the  case  of  houses  represented  as  uninhabitable,  notice 
was  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  owner  stating 
the  time  and  place  at  which  the  Council  would  consider  the  question 
of  making  a Closing  Order. 

There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area,  and  but 
rarely  any  crowding  of  persons  in  houses.  Where  the  latter  is 
found  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  District  Council.  In  very  few 
parishes  are  there  any  empty  houses,  and  in  a few  there  is  need 
of  new  cottages.  There  is  a fair  number  of  cottages  well  adapted 
to  the  requirements  of  the  labouring  classes,  though  in  some  parts 
the  dwellings  are  on  the  borderline  between  habitable  and

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uninhabitable.  Dampness  is  caused  by  the  lack  of  or  defective 
eaves-gutters  and  from  the  absence  of  damp  courses.  In  only  a 
few  instances  are  houses  to  be  found  built  against  earth. 

During  1912  there  were  erected  four  new  houses,  and  during 
the  years  1901  to  1912  inclusive  55  houses  were  erected. 

At  the  Census  of  1901  there  were  1,654  inhabited  houses  in 
the  district,  and  at  the  1911  Census  there  were  1605.  At  the 
latter  date  there  were  1,623  families  or  separate  occupiers. 

There  are  no  building  by-laws  in  force. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  no  combined  system  of  drainage  except  in  the  parish 
of  Weobley  (see  report  for  1906,  p.  134).  The  slop  water  drain 
from  many  houses  elsewhere  than  in  Weobley  parish  discharge 
into  roadside  ditches,  a practice  which  should  be  discontinued. 
Privy  closets  are  commonly  found,  but  an  increasing  number  of 
earth  closets  are  being  provided. 

A Notice  in  the  following  terms  is  placed  by  the  Inspector 
in  closets  in  the  district. 

Herefordshire  Sanitary  Districts. 

The  Occupier  of  a House  is  responsible  by  Law  for  keeping  a 
Closet  so  that  it  shall  not  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to 
health. 

A CLOSET  CAN  BE  KEPT  PERFECTLY  SWEET  IF  A 
SPADEFUL  OF  EARTH  IS  PLACED  IN  IT  EVERY  DAY, 

OR  IF  EVERY  PERSON  WHO  USES  IT  PUTS  IN  ENOUGH 
EARTH  TO  KEEP  THE  SURFACE  DRY. 

A special  report  on  the  drainage  of  Dilwyn  Village  will  be 
found  on  p.  142  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1910. 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  December,  1879,  the  Weobley  Rural  Sanitary  Authority 
resolved  that  500  yards  should  be  a reasonable  distance  as  regards 
water  supply  in  the  case  of  existing  houses,  but  that  for  new 
houses  and  any  rebuilt  the  distance  should  not  exceed  200  yards. 

In  the  parish  of  Letton  there  is  a combined  water  supply  to 
five  houses  and  a public-house,  galvanised  iron  pipes  being  laid 
from  a spring  a quarter  of  a mile  distant  to  a standpipe: 
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Elsewhere  wells,  mostly  shallow  and  dry  steyned,  are  to  be  found, 
and  in  several  parishes  roadside  springs  are  utilised.  On  pages 
16S-170  of  my  report  for  1901  will  be  found  a report  upon  the 
water  supply  to  the  town  of  Weobley. 

I consider  it  is  important  that  open  springs  or  dip  wells  situated 
by  roadside  or  in  positions  where  they  can  be  contaminated 
either  wilfully  or  carelessly,  should  be  covered  over  and  secured 
from  pollution.  There  are  two  such  dip  wells  in  Weobley  parish 
and  one  on  Dilwyn  Common. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  six  dairies  and  cowsheds  on  the  register,  and  if  they 
are  to  be  kept  in  a proper  condition  a systematic  and  sustained 
inspection  must  be  made  of  them.  No  milk  is  sent  away  from 
the  district  by  train  or  otherwise. 

There  are  no  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  in  force  in  the  district.  I consider  it  is  very 
desirable  that  such  should  be  made. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  five  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  situated  in 
the  parishes  of  Weobley  (3),  Dilwyn  and  Staunton-on-Wye.  They 
are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition.  They  were  described  on  p.  136 
of  the  Report  for  1908. 

I suggest  that  Urban  powers  should  be  applied  for  to  enable  a 
Register  to  be  kept  of  this  class  of  premises  and  so  that  they  could 
be  regulated  by  by-laws. 

No  meat  was  found  during  1912  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

As  time  permits  detailed  information  is  being  obtained  con- 
cerning the  water  supply  of  each  parish,  and  is  tabulated  as 
follows  : —

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HOP-PICKERS. 

There  are  about  ten  Hop-growers  in  the  Weobley  district. 
At  two  hop-yards  special  buildings  are  provided,  at  the  remainder 
outbuildings  are  utilised.  They  are  all  kept  in  a fairly  cleanly 
condition. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers’  quarters  are  in  force 
in  the  district. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  is  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  district  situated 
in  the  parish  of  Weobley.  It  was  not  built  for  the  purpose  to 
which  it  is  now  put.  The  four  sleeping  rooms  give  accommodation 
for  nine  persons.  I am  told  it  is  well  patronised,  in  spite  of  the 
very  meagre  accommodation  offered.  It  is  kept  in  a better  con- 
dition than  formerly,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 
By-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging-houses  and  based  upon 
the  model  series  of  the  Local  Government  Board  were  adopted 
by  the  District  Council  on  August  6th,  1901,  and  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Board  on  October  nth,  1901. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  following  parishes  : — 
Canon  Pyon,  Dilwyn,  Kinnersley,  Preston-on-Wye,  and  Weobley  (4). 
They  are  kept  cleaner  than  formerly. 

With  a view  to  securing  greater  cleanliness  in  Bakehouses, 
a card  is  now  placed  in  them  giving  an  extract  from  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  and  pointing  out  the  obligations  of  the 
occupier  as  regards  lime-washing.  A copy  of  the  card  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

BLACKSMITHS’  SHOPS. 

In  each  Blacksmith’s  shop  a card  is  now  displayed  on  which 
the  dates  of  lime-washing  can  be  entered.  A copy  of  the  card 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

SCHOOLS. 

At  Ahneley  there  are  pail  closets,  and  ashes  are  used  in  place 
of  earth.  At  Moccas  neither  ashes  nor  earth  are  used  in  the  pails. 
It  is  important  that  earth  should  be  used  in  both  these  schools. 
At  the  schools  at  Blakemere,  Byford  and  Dilwyn  there  are  pit 
privies  which  should  be  done  away  with  and  replaced  by  earth 
closets.  At  Canon  Pyon  well -constructed  earth  closets  have  been 
erected.  There  is  no  proper  water  supply  at  the  Kinnersley 
Schools. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES: 

An  account  of  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases 
in  the  district  will  be  found  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  1907  Report. 

The  Council  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Hereford 
Rural  District  Council  to  make  use  of  the  hospital  which  that 
Council  has  erected  at  Stretton  Sugwas.  Three  patients  were 
sent  from  the  Weobley  district  in  1912. 

PERMISSIVE  POWERS. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  have  not  been  adopted 
by  *he  District  Council,  nor  does  the  Council  possess  any  of  the 
Urban  powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

There  are  no  by-laws  in  force  with  respect  to  private 
scavenging,  houses  let  in  lodgings,  tents  and  vans,  mortuaries  and 
cemeteries. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  John  Pember  was  elected  Inspector  of  Nuisances  in  1900 
for  one  year,  and  has  been  re-elected  annually  since.  He  receives 
a salary  of  £50  per  annum,  one-half  of  which  is  contributed  by 
the  County  Council.  He  keeps  a bicycle,  and  pays  all  his 
travelling  and  incidental  expenses,  with  the  exception  of  stamps 
and  stationery.  He  also  holds  office  under  the  County  Council  as 
School  Attendance  Officer. 

In  view  of  the  additional  work  involved  in  the  administration 
of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  it  is 
very  desirable  that  the  whole  time  of  the  Inspector  should  be 
given  to  his  sanitary  duties.

INDUSTRIES.

The  population  of  the  Bromyard  Urban  District  at  the  census 
of  1901  was  1,663,  and  at  the  census  of  1911  it  was  1,703.  The 
estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  1912,  upon  which  the 
figures  in  this  report  are  based,  is  1,708.

The  birth-rate  was  1.4  per  1,000  below  that  recorded  in 
1911.  The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1912  was 
24.4  per  i.ooo,  in  rural  districts  23.4  per  i,ooo,  and  in  tlie  136 
smaller  towns  23.4  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  legitimate  births  registered  was  equal  to  200 
per  1,000  of  the  married  women  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45 
years  living  in  Bromyard. 

DEATHS. 

No.  16.  Rate  per  1,000,  9.3. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Bromyard  Urban 
District  during  1912  was  15.  After  making,  however,  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  residents  and  non-residents,  the 
number  of  deaths  among  residents  in  the  Bromyard  Urban 
District  was  16  (9  males  and  7 females),  equal  to  a death-rate 
of  9.3  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  9.4  per  1,000  above  that  recorded 
in  1911.  The  corrected  death-rate  was  8.4  per  1,000. 

The  corrected  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1912 
was  13.3  per  1,000,  in  rural  districts  12. 1 per  1,000,  in  the  95  great 
towns,  14.6  per  1,000,  and  in  the  146  smaller  towns,  13.0.  per  1,000.

Births. — During  1912  there  were  registered  two  illegitimate 
births  belonging  to  the  Bromyard  Urban  District.  The  pro- 
portion of  illegitimate  births  to  the  number  of  unmarried  women 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years  was  as  7 . 5 to  1,000,  or  about 
equal  to  that  prevailing  in  England  and  Wales  generally.

Infant  mortality  is  measured  by  stating  the  number  of  children 
who  have  died  under  one  year  within  a certain  period  in  pro- 
portion to  1,000  births  during  the  same  period.  I11  the  Bromyard 
Urban  District  during  1912  there  were  born  33  children,  and  two 
children  died  under  twelve  months  old.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  thus  equal  to  60  per  1,000  births.  In  England  and  Wales 
this  rate  during  1912  was  95  per  1,000  births,  and  in  the  rural 
districts  86  per  1,000  ; in  the  95  great  towns  101,  and  in  the  146 
smaller  towns  99  per  1,000.

There  is  practically  no  crowding  of  houses  on  area.  There 
are  many  cottages  with  only  two  bedrooms  and  others  with  small 
rooms,  so  that  overcrowding  is  not  unusual. 

The  absence  of  damp  courses,  defective  eaves  gutters,  porous 
walls,  and  in  a few  instances  earth  against  the  back  walls  oi 
cottages  accounts  for  much  dampness. 

There  are  some  40  or  50  well-built  brick  cottages  in  the  town 
but  most  of  the  others  are  old  and  require  constant  repairing, 
indeed  some  are  almost  beyond  repair,  and  are  only  occupied  for  the 
lack  of  others.  There  is  a dearth  oi  houses  in  the  town  at  a rental 
of  2s.  6d.  to  3s.  6d.  per  week. 

During  1912  three  villa  residences,  but  no  cottage  houses, 
were  erected. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  new  buildings  based  on  the  then 
model  series  of  the  Local  Government  Board  have  been  in  force 
in  the  town  since  1886.  I do  not  think  they  have  in  any  way 
restricted  building  enterprise.  It  is  however,  very  desirable  that 
they  should  be  revised  and  the  most  recent  series  adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  private  action,  the  District  Council  might 
very  well  undertake  a small  scheme  for  the  provision  of  working- 
class  dwellings.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Plans  for  a complete  system  of  sewerage  for  the  town  have 
been  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Wilcox,  engineer,  of  Birmingham, 
and  have  been  considered  by  the  Council.  A new  12-inch  stone- 
ware  pipe  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Sheep  Street  for  a length  of  280 
yards,  and  two  old  stone  drains  abolished.  1 1 1 is  sewer  connects 
with  an  old  stone  drain  in  St.  Peter’s  Lane,  which  discharges  on 
to  tlie  Porthouse  field  above  the  railway  and  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  church.  Two  new  stoneware  pipe  sewrers  have  been  laid, 
viz.  a 12-inch  in  Hereford  Street  for  a length  of  76  yards  ; and 
a 7-inch  in  the  King’s  Arms  yard  entry  for  the  drainage  of  four 
houses  and  the  yard.  These  take  the  place  of  old  stone  drains 
which  had  become  so  defective  that  adjoining  premises  were 
constantly  being  flooded  by  foul  storm  water  after  rain.  The 
new  sewer  in  Hereford  Street  is  connected  to  a stone  drain 
which  empties  into  the  main  sewer  in  Pump  Street.  During  1906 
pipe  sewers  were  laid  in  the  Old  Road  and  Linton  Lane.  A stone 
drain  traverses  the  top  end  of  Milvern  Lane  and  empties  on  to 
a field.  A pipe  drain  in  Church  Street  discharges  on  to  and  over 
the  meadow  behind  the  Police  Station.  A pipe  drain  from 
Sherford  Street  discharges  directly  into  the  River  Frome  near  the 
northern  side  of  the  bridge.  The  principal  main  drain  of  the 
town  (from  Pump  Street)  is  of  stone  and  discharges  into  an  open 
ditch  at  the  side  of  Chapel  meadow.  The  ditch  is  open  for  about 
no  yards  before  it  discharges  into  the  River  Frome.  The  Council 
have  decided  to  put  down  filter  beds  and  to  treat  the  sewage  from 
the  Sherford  Street  drain  and  from  the  main  drain  before  it  is 
discharged  into  the  stream.  During  the  year  1910  a section  of 
9 -inch  stoneware  pipe  sewer  was  laid  in  the  Old  Road  to  take 
the  drainage  from  some  new  villas,  and  a 6-inch  stoneware  pipe 
sewer  was  laid  at  the  top  end  of  Linton  Lane  to  accommodate 
the  drainage  from  4 houses  whose  sewage  formerly  emptied  into 
the  roadway  near  the  Boys’  School. 

During  the  past  year  two  sections  of  9"inch  stoneware  pipe 
sewer  were  laid — one  as  a combined  sewer  in  the  New  Road  for 
the  drainage  of  several  new  villas,  and  the  road  gullies  ; and  the 
other  in  the  Clover  Road  for  the  drainage  of  three  new  houses 
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and  a terrace,  the  drains  of  which  at  present  empty  into  cesspits: 
The  Council  are  now  seriously  considering  a scheme  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  sewage  at  the  Forburries  Outfall,  and  estimates  and 
plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  provided  with 
privy  middens.  There  are  some  pail  closets  and  earth  closets,  and 
an  increasing  number  of  water-closets  is  being  constructed. 

I consider  it  is  desirable  that  the  Council  should  come  to 
some  definite  decision  as  to  whether  the  privy  closets  which  are 
attached  to  cottages  and  houses  in  the  centre  of  the  town  should 
be  replaced  by  water-closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  streets  is  carried  out  daily  by  the 
Council’s  workmen.  House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  at  the  cost 
of  the  Council.  During  the  summer  months  the  streets  are  watered 
with  a solution  of  calcium  chloride. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Waterworks  in  1901  a decreasing 
number  of  houses  in  the  town  obtain  water  from  wells  provided 
with  pumps  on  the  premises. 

The  Waterworks  supply  is  drawn  from  springs  which  are 
protected  from  surface  water  pollution  by  iron  cylinders,  and  are 
situated  on  land  at  Buckenhill,  the  property  of  Mrs.  R.  Phipps. 
The  water  gravitates  from  the  spring's  to  a pumping  station  at  the 
Three  Mills,  and  is  raised  from  this  point  by  a water  wheel  in  con- 
junction with  an  oil  engine  to  the  low  level  reservoir,  which  holds 

100.000  gallons.  This  reservoir  supplies  the  low  level  district 
and  is  506ft.  above  sea  level  and  165ft.  above  the  lowest  hydrant 
near  Sherford  Bridge,  where  the  pressure  in  the  mains  is  73lbs. 
to  the  square  inch.  The  high  level  reservoir,  with  a capacity  of 

20.000  gallons,  is  situated  at  Flaggoner  Green,  and  supplies  the 
high  level  district.  This  reservoir  draws  its  supply  from  the  low 
level  reservoir  by  means  of  a wind-motor,  and  is  5 7^  above 
sea  level,  and  103  feet  above  the  lowest  hydrant  in  York  Road, 
where  the  pressure  is  45lbs.  to  the  square  inch.  A 3-inch  main 
was  laid  in  1907  to  supply  some  newly-erected  houses  in  the  New 
Road.  There  is  also  a Tower  tank  with  a capacity  of  800  gallons, 
adjoining  the  high  level  reservoir,  for  supplying  a few  houses 
which  cannot  be  supplied  from  the  reservoir.  This  storage  was 
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forma  ly  inadequate,  hut  since  the  Council  has  coupled  the  pumping 
main,  the  Tower  tank  is  not  dependent  upon  the  wind-motor,  for 
it  can  now  he  filled  hy  the  oil  engine  at  the  pumping  station. 

The  weekly  consumption  of  water  in  1912  was  117,000  gallons, 
01  9.8  gallons  per  head  of  1,700  consumers. 

(For  most  of  the  information  relating  to  the  water  supply  and 
drainage  I am  indebted  to  the  Town  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  D.  Barrs.) 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  no  cowsheds  on  the  register.  Milk  is  brought  into 
the  town  from  dairies  in  the  adjoining  parishes.  I have  reported 
°n  the  desirability  of  making  regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  and  the  question  has  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Council,  but  no  decision  has  been  come  to. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  now  four  slaughter  houses  in  the  town.  One  is 
registered  for  a limited  period.  They  are  all  well  built  and  have 
good  floors.  They  are  well  supplied  with  water,  and  are  kept 
fairly  clean. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  five  bakehouses  in  the  town  are  kept  in  a better  con- 
dition than  formerly,  although  in  some  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment, especially  as  regards  the  floors. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  two  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  town 
adjoin  one  another  and  have  a back-yard  common  to  both.  About 
20  yards  to  the  rear  of  the  premises  are  two  privies.  I have  on 
former  occasions  suggested  that  these  should  be  converted  either 
to  earth-closets  or  water-closets.  There  is  accommodation  in  one 
house  for  17  lodgers  ; in  the  other  for  three.  I visited  both  houses 
on  occasion  after  the  lodgers  had  gone  to  bed  and  found  no  over- 
crowding, and,  as  far  as  I am  aware,  this  does  not  occur.  There 
are  in  each  house  three  bedrooms  for  lodgers.  Only  one  bedroom 
has  a fireplace.  Neither  house  was  built  specially  for  a lodging- 
house.  By-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging-houses,  based 
on  the  model  series,  are  in  force. 

SCHOOLS. 

Thcic  are  two  public  elementary  schools  in  the  Urban  District 
with  an  aggregate  accommodation  for  310  pupils. 

Water-closets  are  provided  in  the  girls’  school,  and  earth- 
closets  at  the  boys’.  The  drainage  of  both  schools  is  connected 
with  the  public  sewers. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  erected  in  1896  jointly  by  the  Urban 
and  Rural  District  Councils  has  accommodation  for  four  patients 
in  two  separate  wards.  One  patient  was  admitted  from  the  Urban 
District  in  1912,  suffering  from  scarlet  fever.  He  recovered.

Interpretation  of  Terms. 

I.  Throughout  these  by-laws  the  expression  “ the  Council  ” 
means  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Hereford;  the  expression 
“ the  District  !”  means  the  Rural  District  of  Hereford  ; the 
expression  “infectious  disease”  means  small-pox,  cholera,  diphtheria, 
membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  the  disease  known  as  scarlatina  or 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  acute  poliomyelitis,  cerebro  spinal  fever, 
and  the  fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following  names  : typhus, 
typhoid,  enteric,  relapsing,  continued,  or  puerperal  ; the  expression 
“ the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ” means  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  District,  or  any  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner 
lawfully  authorised  to  act  on  behalf  of  such  officer  ; and  the  expres- 
sion “ the  occupier  ” when  used  in  relation  to  any  tent,  van,  shed, 
or  similar  structure,  means  the  person  who  for  the  time  being  has 
the  charge,  management,  or  control  of  such  tent,  van,  shed,  or 
structure. 


For  promoting  cleanliness  in,  and  the  habitable  condition  of  tents,  vans, 
sheds  and  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation. 


2.  The  occupier  of  a van  used  for  human  habitation  shall  cause 
the  internal  surface  and  the  floor  thereof  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  requisite  for  keeping  the 


same  in  a cleanly  condition. 

3.  The  occupier  of  a van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  or 
human  habitation,  shall  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  habitable 
condition  thereof,  provide  for  the  van,  shed,  or  structure,  adequate 

means  of  permanent  ventilation. 

4.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  use 
for  human  habitation,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  maintained  so 
that  it  may  be  reasonably  weather-proof  at  all  times  when  so  used. 
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5.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for 
human  habitation,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  at  all  times  provided 
with  a suitable  dry  flooring,  or  other  dry  covering  for  the  ground. 

6.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  shall  provide  therefor  a sufficient  receptacle 
or  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  water,  with  proper  coverings,  so 
placed  as  to  be  easily  accessible,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
maintained  at  all  times  in  good  order,  and  shall  provide  a sufficient 
supply  of  wholesome  water  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  tent, 
van,  shed,  or  structure,  and  shall  also  cause  every  part  of  the 
interior  of  any  such  receptacle  to  be  kept  thoroughly  clean. 

7.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  foregoing  by-law,  the 
person  by  agreement  with  or  by  licence  from  whom  any  tent,  van, 
shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for  human  habitation  shall  be  erected 
brought  or  used  on  any  land  shall  provide  on  such  land  a sufficient 
supply  of  wholesome  water  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  the  tent, 
van,  shed,  or  structure. 


For  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by  the  persons  inhabiting 
tents,  vans,  sheds,  or  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation. 


8.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
ior  human  habitation  who  shall  have  been  informed,  or  shall  have 
ascertained,  that  any  inmate  thereof  is  ill  of  an  infectious  disease, 
shall  thereupon  immediately  give  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Provided  that  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  any 
infectious  disease  of  which  any  such  notice  is  required  to  be  given 
by  any  statutory  provision  in  force  in  the  District. 

9.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  who  shall  have  been  informed,  or  shall  have 
ascertained,  that  any  inmate  thereof  is  ill  of  an  infectious  disease, 
shall  adopt  all  reasonable  precautions  that  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

He  shall  not,  at  any  time  while  any  such  inmate  is  suffering 
from  an  infectious  disease,  cause  or  allow  any  other  person,  except 
a person  in  attendance  on  the  inmate,  to  occupy  the  tent,  van,  shed, 
or  similar  structure. 

10.  The  occupier  of  a tent  or  van  used  for  human  habitation, 
in  which  any  person  may  within  the  preceding  six  weeks  have 
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been  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  and  which  has  not  since 
been  properly  disinfected,  or,  in  which  any  person  is  at  the  time 
suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  shall  comply  with  the  following 
regulations  : — 

(1)  He  shall,  before  causing  or  allowing  the  tent  or  van  to 
be  removed  from  the  site  on  which  it  may  be,  give 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  twenty-four  hours’ 
notice  of  the  intention  to  remove  the  same,  and  of  the 
place  to  which  the  same  is  proposed  to  be  removed. 

(2)  He  shall  not  cause  or  allow  the  tent  or  van  to  be  brought 
into  any  market,  fair,  race-ground  or  place  which  may 
for  the  time  being  be  devoted  to  purposes  of  public 
amusement,  recreation  or  resort,  or  to  be  removed  to 
anv  site  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  there  would  be  danger  of  spreading  infection. 

(3)  He  shall,  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may, 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection, 
order  the  removal  of  the  tent  or  van  from  any  site, 
remove  the  same,  in  compliance  with  the  order  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  another  site  within  the 
district  to  which  it  may  be  lawfully  removed. 

(4)  He  shall,  when  removing  the  tent  or  van,  comply  with 
such  reasonable  conditions  as  the  Medical  Officei  of 
Health  may  impose  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  infection. 

(5)  He  shall  not  remove  the  tent  or  van  out  of  the  district, 
until  the  same  has  been  properly  disinfected. 

11.  In  every  case,  where,  in  pursuance  of  any  statutory  pro- 
vision in  that  behalf,  an  order  of  a justice  has  been  obtained  for 
the  removal  from  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for 
human  habitation  to  a hospital,  or  other  place  for  the  reception  of  the 
sick,  of  a person  who  is  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious 
disorder,  the  occupier  of  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  structure  shall, 
on  being  informed  of  the  order,  forthwith  take  all  such  steps  as 
may  be  requisite  to  secure  the  safe  and  prompt  removal  of  the 
said  person  in  compliance  with  the  order,  and  shall  in  and  about 
the  removal,  adopt  all  such  precautions  as,  in  accordance  with  any 
instructions  which  he  may  receive  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  may  be  most  suitable  for  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
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12.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  shall,  immediately  after  a person  suffering 
fiom  an  infectious  disease  has  been  removed  therefrom,  or  has 
died  therein,  or  has  recovered  from  such  disease  whilst  being  therein, 
give  notice  of  the  removal,  death,  or  recovery  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  cause  every 
pait  of  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  structure  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  disinfected,  and  shall  also  cause  all  bedding,  clothing,  or  other 
articles  therein  which  may  be  liable  to  retain  infection  to  be  in 
like  manner  cleansed  and  disinfected  unless  the  Council  shall 
have  ordered  the  same  to  be  destroyed,  or  unless  the  Council  or 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall,  in  pursuance  of  any  statutory 
provision  in  that  behalf,  have  required  the  owner  of  the  same  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  an  officer  of  the  Council  for  removal 
for  the  purpose  of  disinfection. 


He  shall  comply  with  all  proper  instructions  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  to  cleansing  and  disinfection. 

When  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure,  and  every 
such  article  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected  in  accordance  with  those  instructions,  he  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

13*  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation,  in  which  any  person  has  within  six  weeks 


previously  been  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  shall  not 
without  having  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure,  and  all 
articles  therein  liable  to  retain  infection,  disinfected  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  a registered  medical  practitioner  as  testified  by  a certificate 
signed  by  him,  cause  or  suffer  any  person  newly  to  occupy  or  become 
an  inmate  of  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure. 


Generally  for  preventing  nuisances  in  connection  with  tents,  vans,  sheds, 
and  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation. 

14.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  by-laws, 
the  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for 
human  habitation  shall  provide  for  the  same  a sufficient  receptacle 
for  refuse. 


15*  An  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  solid  or  liquid 
filth  to  be  retained  therein. 
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He  shall  not  deposit  or  cause  any  solid  or  liquid  filth  to  be 
deposited  within  thirty  feet  from  such  tent,  van,  shed,  or  structure, 
except  in  a proper  receptacle. 

He  shall  not  deposit  or  cause  any  solid  or  liquid  filth  to  be 
deposited  in  any  place  so  as  to  cause  a nuisance. 

He  shall  cause  every  vessel,  utensil,  or  other  receptacle 
provided  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  containing  or  removing  any 
solid  or  liquid  filth  to  be  sufficiently  cleansed  immediately  after  it 
shall  have  been  used  for  that  purpose. 

16.  That  person  by  agreement  with,  or  by  licence  from  whom, 
any  tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  be  erected,  brought  or  used  on  any  land,  shall,  in  any  case 
in  which  nuisance  is  likely  to  arise  from  the  want  of  privy  accommo- 
dation and  of  a receptacle  for  refuse  for  the  use  of  the  occupants 
of  the  tent,  van,  shed,  or  structure,  provide  for  their  use  on  such 
land  in  a suitable  situation  sufficient  privy  accommodation,  and 
a sufficient  covered  ashpit,  dustbin,  or  other  receptacle  for  refuse, 
and  shall  maintain  the  same  in  good  repair  and  order  and  in  a 
reasonably  clean  and  wholesome  condition. 

17.  The  occupier  of  a tent,  van,  shed,  or  similar  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  shall  not  keep  any  animal,  or  deposit  any 
filth  or  the  dung  of  any  animal,  within  the  distance  of  forty  feet 
from  any  well,  spring,  or  stream,  or  other  water  used  or  likely  to 
be  used  by  man  for  drinking  or  domestic  purposes,  or  for  manufac- 
turing drinks  for  the  use  of  man,  or  any  water  used  or  likely  to 
be  used  in  any  dairy,  or  otherwise  in  such  a position  or  in  such 
a manner  as  to  render  any  such  water  liable  to  pollution. 

PENALTIES. 

18.  Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  foregoing 
by-laws  shall  be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  of  five 
■pounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a continuing  offence  to  a further  penalty 
of  forty  shillings  for  each  day  after  written  notice  of  the  offence 
from  the  Council. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  justices  or  court  before 
whom  any  complaint  may  be  made,  or  any  proceedings  may  be 
taken  in  respect  of  any  such  offence,  may,  if  they  think  fit,  adjudge 
the  payment  as  a penalty  of  any  sum  less  than  the  full  amount  of 
the  penalty  imposed  by  this  by-law.

I give  you  notice  that  you  are  not  carrying  out  the  By-laws  with, 
respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  and  similar  structures,  and  that 
you  MUST — 

1.  Keep  the  walls  and  floor  in  a cleanly  condition. 

2.  Provide  means  for  permanently  ventilating  your  Van, 
Shed,  Tent. 

3.  Make  weatherproof  your  Van,  Shed,  Tent. 

4.  Provide  a dry  flooring  for  your  Van,  Shed,  Tent. 

5.  Provide  a receptacle  with  a proper  covering  for  the  storage 
of  water  and  keep  the  receptacle  thoroughly  clean. 

6.  Provide  a receptacle  for  refuse. 

7.  Cleanse  every  vessel,  utensil,  or  other  receptacle  immediately 
after  it  has  been  used  for  removing  any  solid  or  liquid 
filth. 

YOU  MUST  NOT— 

8.  Allow  any  solid  or  liquid  filth  to  remain  in  your  Van, 
Shed,  Tent. 

9.  Deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  any  solid  or  liquid  filth, 
except  in  a proper  receptacle  within  30  feet  of  any  Van, 
Shed,  Tent,  or  similar  structure  used  for  human  habitation. 

10.  Deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  any  solid  or  liquid  filth 
so  as  to  be  a nuisance. 

11.  Keep  any  animal  or  deposit  the  filth  or  dung  of  any  animal 
within  40  feet  of  any  well,  spring,  or  stream,  or  other  water 
used,  or  likely  to  be  used  by  man  for  drinking  or  domestic 
purposes.

LIMEWASHING,  PAINTING  & WASHING  OF  BAKEHOUSES. 

Situation  of  Bakehouse Occupier 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901.  SECTION  99. 

1.  All  the  inside  walls  of  the  rooms  of  a bakehouse,  and  all  the 
ceilings  or  tops  of  those  rooms  (whether  those  walls,  ceilings, 
or  tops  are  plastered  or  not)  and  all  the  passages  and  staircases 
of  a bakehouse,  must  either  be  painted  with  oil,  or  varnished, 
or  be  limewashed,  or  be  partly  painted  or  varnished  and  partly 
limewashed  ; and 

(a)  where  the  bakehouse  is  painted  with  oil  or  varnished, 
there  must  be  three  coats  of  paint  or  varnish,  and  the  paint 
or  varnish  must  be  renewed  once  at  least  in  every  seven 
years,  and  must  be  washed  with  hot  water  and  soap  once 
at  least  in  every  six  months  ; and 

(b)  where  the  bakehouse  is  limewashed,  the  limewashing  must 
be  renewed  once  at  least  in  every  six  months. 

2.  A bakehouse  in  which  there  is  a contravention  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  kept  in  conformity  with  this  Act.
